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PREFACE. 


Tue Revision of the Authorised Version was undertaken in consequence 
of a Resolution passed by both houses of the Convocation of the Province of 
Canterbury, as has been fully explained in the Preface to the Revised Version 
of the New Testament, which was first published in May 1881. When the 
two Companies were appointed for carrying out this work, the following 
General Principles, among others, were laid down by the Revision Committee 
of Convocation for their guidance :— 

1. To introduce as few alterations as possible into the Text of the 
Authorised Version consistently with faithfulness,’ 

‘2. To limit, as far as possible, the expression of such alterations to the 
language of the Authorised and earlier English Versions.’ 

‘4. That the Text to be adopted be that for which the evidence is 
decidedly preponderating; and that when the Text so adopted differs from 
that from which the Authorised Version was made, the alteration be indic- 
ated in the margin.’ 

‘7. To revise the headings of chapters and pages, paragraphs, italics, 
and punctuation.’ 

In order to shew the manner in which the Old Testament Company have 
endeavoured to carry out their instructions, it will be convenient to treat 
the subjects mentioned in the foregoing rules in a somewhat different order. 

It will be observed that in Rule 4 the word ‘Text’ is used in a different 
sense from that in Rule 1, and in the case of the Old Testament denotes the 
Hebrew or Aramaic original of the several books. In this respect the tusk 
of the Revixers has been much simpler than that which the New Testament 
Company nad before them. The ived, or, as it is commonly called, 
the Massoretic Text of the Old Testament Scriptures has come down to us in 
manuscripts which are of no very great antiquity, and which all belong to 
the same family or recension’. That other recensions were at one time 
in existence is probable from the variations in the Ancient Versions, the 
aldest of which, namely the Greek or Septuagint, was made, at least in 
part, some two centuries before the Christian era. But as the state of 

owledge on the subject is not at present such as to justify any attempt 
at an entire reconstruction of the text on the authority of the Versions, the 
Revisers have thought it most prudent to adopt the Massoretic Text as the 
basis of their work, and to depart from it, as the Authorised Translators 
had done?, only in exceptional cases. With regard to the variations in the 
Massoretic Text itself, the Revisers have endeavoured to translate what 
appeared to them to be the best reading in the text, and where the alternative 
reading seemed sufficiently probable or important they have placed it in the 
margin. In some few instances of extreme difficulty a reading has been 
adopted on the authority of the Ancient Versions, and the departure from 
the Massoretic Text recorded in the margin. In other cases, where the - 
versions appeared to supply a very probable though not so necessary a 
correction of the text, the text has been left and the variation indicated in 
the margin only. 

In endeavouring to carry out as fully as possible the spirit of Rules 1 and 
2, the Revisers have borne in mind that it was their duty not to make a new 
translation but to revise one already existing, which for more than two

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centuries and a half had held the position of an English classic. They have 
therefore departed from it only in cases where they disagreed with the 
Translators of 1611 as to the meaning or construction of a word or sentence ; 
or where it was necessary for the ἈΝ of uniformity to render such parallel 
passages as were identical in Hebrew by the same English words, so that 
an English reader might know at once by comparison that a difference in the 
translation corres nded to adifference in the original ; or where the language 
of the Authorised Version was liable to be misunderstood by reason of its 
being archaic or obscure; or finally, where the rendering of an earlier English 
version seemed preferable, or where by an apparently slight change it was 

ible to bring out more fully the meaning of a passage of which the trans- 
ation was already substantially accurate. 

It has been thought advisable in regard to the word ‘JEHOVAH’ to follow 
the usage of the Authorised Version, and not to insert it uniformly in place 
of ‘Lorn’ or ‘Gop’, which when printed in small capitals represent the words 
substituted by Jewish custom for the ineffable Name according to the vowel 
points by which it is distinguished. It will be found therefore that in this 
respect the Authorised Version has been departed from only in a few passages, 
in which the introduction of a proper name seemed to be required. 

Terms of natural history have been changed only where it was certain 
that the Authorised Version was incorrect and where there was sufficient 
evidence for the substituted rendering. In cases of doubt the alternative 
rendering has been given in the margin ; and even where no doubt existed, 
but where there was no familiar English equivalent for the original word, 
the Old Version has been allowed to remain}, and the more accurate term has 
been placed in the margin. 

In some words of very frequent occurrence, the Authorised Version being 
either inadequate or inconsistent, and sometimes misleading, changes have 
been introduced with as much uniformity as appeared practicable or desirable. 
For iustance, ‘the tabernacle of the congregation’ has been everywhere 
changed to ‘the tent of meeting’, on account of Exodus xxv. 22, xxix. 42, 43, 
und also because ‘the tabernacle of the congregation’ conveys an entirely 
wrong sense. The words ‘tabernacle’ and ‘tent’, as the renderings of two 
different Hebrew words, are in the Authorised Version frequently inter- 
changed in such a manner as to [086 to confusion; and the Revisers havo 
endeavoured throughout the Pentateuch to preserve a consistent distinction 
between them. eir practice in regard to the words ‘assembly’ and ‘con- 
gregation’ has been the same in principle, although they have contented 
themselves with introducing greater consistency of rendering without aiming 
at absolute uniformity. In consequence of the changes which have taken 
place in the English language, the term ‘meat offering’ has become in- 
appropriate to describe an offering of which flesh was no part; and by 
the alteration to ‘meal offering’ a sufficiently accurate representation of the 
original has been obtained with the least possible change of form. 

As regards the use of words, there are only a few cases in which it has 
been found needful to deviate from the language employed in the Authorised 
Version. One of these deviations occurs so frequently that it may be well to 
state briefly why it was adopted. The word ‘peoples’ was nowhere used by 
King James’s Translators in the Old Testament, and in the New Testament 
it occurs only twice (Rev. x. 11, xvii. 15). The effect of this was to leave 
the rendering of numerous passages inadequate or obscure or even positively 
misleading. Thus in one of the best known Psalms (Ps. lxvii.), where the 
Septuagint has λαοί and the Vulgate populi, the English had ‘Let the people 
praise thee, O God ; let all the people praise thee’; leaving it at least doubtful

whether the ‘nations’ of verse 4, or God’s people, Israel, be referred to. And 
in Isaiah lv. 4, ‘ Behold, I have given him for a witness to the people, a leader 
and commander to the people’, the word ‘people’ is naturally understood by 
the English reader to refer to Israel. 

Again, the Hebrew word goyim ‘nations’, which is applied to the nations 
of Canaan dispossessed by the Hebrews, and then also to the surrounding 
nations among whom the people of Israel were afterwards dispersed, acquired 
in later times a moral significance, which is represented in the Authorised 
Version by the rendering ‘heathen’ or ‘Gentiles’. While recognizing this 
moral sense of the word, the Revisers have employed it much more sparingly 
than their predecessors had done. 

Similarly, the Hebrew Sheél, which signifies the abode of departed spiri 
and corresponds to the Greek Hades, or the under world, is variously render 
in the Authorised Version by ‘grave’, ‘ pit’, and ‘hell’. Of these renderings 
‘hell’, if it could be taken in its original sense as used in the Creeds, would 
be a fairly adequate equivalent for the Hebrew word; but it is 80 commonly 
understood of the place of torment that to employ it frequently would lead 
to inevitable misunderstanding. The Revisers therefore in the historical 
narratives have left the rendering ‘the grave’ or ‘the pit’ in the text, with a 
marginal note ‘Heb. Sheol’ to indicate that it does not signify ‘the place of 
burial’; while in the poetical writings they have put most commonly ‘Sheol’ 
in the text and ‘the grave’ in the margin. In Isaiah xiv. however, where 
‘hell’ is used in more of its original sense and is less liable to be mis- 
understood, and where any change in so familiar a passage which was not 
distinctly an improvement would be a decided loss, the Revisers have con- 
tented themselves with leaving ‘hell’ in the text, and have connected it 
with other passages utting ‘Sheol’ in the margin. 

In connexion witht is it may be mentioned that ‘ Abaddon’, which has 
hitherto been known to the English reader of the Bible only from the New 
Testament (Rev. ix. 11), has been introduced in three passages (Job xxvi. 6; 
Prov. xv. 11, xxvii. 20), where a proper name appears to be required for giving 
vividness and point. 

The Hebrew word Ashérah, which is uniformly and wrongly rendered ‘grove’ 
in the Authorised Version, most probably denotes the wooden symbol of a 
goddess ; and the Revisers therefore have not hesitated to introduce it as a 
proper name in the singular (Judg. vi. 25, &c.), with the plurals Asherim (Ex. 
xxxiv. 13, &c.) and Asheroth (Judg. 111. 7, &c.), following the analogy of tho 
Baalim (Judg. iii. 7) and the Ashtaroth (Judg. 11, 13), which are already familiar. 

In regard to the vanguage of the Authorised Version, the Revisers have 
thought it uo part of their duty to reduce it to conformity with modern 
usage, and have therefore left untouched all archaisms, whether of language 
or construction, which though not in familiar use cause a reader no embarrass- 
iment and lead to no misunderstanding. They are aware that in so doing 
they will disappoint the large English-speaking race on the other side of 
the Atlantic, and it is a question upon which they are prepared to agree 
to a friendly difference of opinion. The principle by which they have been 

ided has been clear and consistent. Where an archaic word or expression 
was liable to be misunderstood or at least was not perfectly intelligible, they 
have substituted for it another, in equally good use at the time the Authorised 
Version was made, and expressing all that the archaism was intended to 
convey, but more familiar to the modern reader. In such cases the gain 
was greater than the loss. But in other instances where the word or ex- 
pression, although obsolete, was not unintelligible, it was thought that the 
change would involve greater loss than gain, and the old rendering was 
therefore allowed to stand. More especially was this the case when the 
archaism was a perfectly correct rendering of the original and there was no 
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exact modern equivalent for it. The principle adopted by the Company 
will be best illustrated by two typical examples. The verb ‘to ear’ in the 
sense of ‘to plough’ and the substantive ‘earing’ for ‘ploughing’ were 
very reluctantly abandoned, and only because it was ascertained that their 
meaning was unknown to many persons of good intelligence and education. 
But it was easy to put in their place equivalents which had a pedigree of 
almost equal antiquity, and it would have becn an excess of conservatism 
to refuse to substitute for an unintelligible archaism an expression to which 
no ambiguity could be attached. On the other hand the word ‘bolled’ (Ex. 
ix. 31), which signifies ‘ podded for seed’ and is known in provincial dialects, 
has no synonym in literary English. To have discarded it in favour of a 
less accurate or more paraphrastic expression would have been to impoverish 
the language ; and it was therefore left, because it exactly expresses one view 
which is taken of the meaning of the original. 

One of the few instances in which the language of the Authorised Version 
has been modified in accordance with later usage is the change of the neuter 
possessive pronoun from ‘his’ to ‘its’. It is well known that ‘its’ does not 
occur in the Bible of 1611, and it does not appear to have been introduced 
into any edition before 1660. But it is found ten times in Shakespeare, and 
there is other evidence to shew that at the time of the Authorised Version 
it was coming into use. It was found necessary in some cases to substitute 
‘its’ for ‘his’ in order to avoid obscurity, and there seemed no good reason, 
when it was once introduced, for refusing to admit it generally when it re- 
ferred to purely inanimate objects. 

In makin minor changes, whether in translation or language, the Revisers 
have followed the example of the translators of the Authorised Version, who 
allowed themselves in this respect a reasonable freedom, without permitting 
their liberty to degenerate into license. 

It will be at once seen that the old division of the books into chapters 
and verses has been abandoned in favour of the arrangement in paragraphs, 
the numbering of the chapters and verses being however retained for con- 
venience of reference. Where the change of subject seemed to require a 
greater break than was marked by the beginning of a new paragraph, it has 
been indicated by a space before the paragraph. Occasionally the divisions 
of the chapters in the Authorised Version differ from those in the common 
Hebrew Bibles. In such cases the variations are given in the margin. In 
the Psalms, the titles are printed in smaller type, as in some modern English 
Bibles, which differ in this respect from the edition of 1611. One con- 
sequence of the arrangement in paragraphs has been the omission of the 
headings of chapters, which for other and more important reasons it was 
thought advisable to abandon, as involving questions which belong rather 
to the province of the commentator than to that of the translator. With 
the headings of chapters the head-lines of pages naturally disappeared also, 
and for the same reason. 

In the poetical portions, besides the division into paragraphs, the Revisers 
have adopted an arrangement in lines, so as to exhibit the parallelism which 
is characteristic of Hebrew Poetry. But they have not extended this arrange- 
inent to the prophetical books, the language of which although frequently 
marked by parallelism is, except in purely lyrical passages, rather of the 
nature of lofty and impassioned prose. 

In the use of italics the Revisers departed from the custom of the 
Authorised Version and adopted as their rule the following resolution of 
their Company : 

‘That all such words now printed in italics, as are plainly implied in the 
Hebrew and necessary in English, be printed in common type.’ 

But where any doubt existed as to the exact rendering of the Hebrew, 
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all words which have been added in order to give completeness to the 
English expression are printed in italic type, so that the reader by omitting 
them may be able to see how far their insertion is justified by the words of 
the original. This of course is especially true of those renderings for which 

here the roman and italic type play

exactly opposite parts. 

To complete the account of the Revised Version it remains only to 
describe the inal notes. These will be found to contain 

(1) The renderings of such variations in the Massoretic Text as appeared 
to be of sufficient importance. These variations are known by the technical 
names of K’ri (read) and C’thib (written), which denote that the K’ni, or 
reading in the margin of the Hebrew Bible, is to be substituted for the 
C’thib which appears in the written text. The Revisers have generally, 
though not uniformly, rendered the C’thib in the text, and left the K’ri 
in the margin, with the introductory note ‘ Or, according to another reading’, 
or ‘ Another reading is’. When the K’ri has been followed in the text, the 
C’thib has been placed in the margin, if it represented a variation of sufficient 
importance. 

(2) Alternative renderings, introduced by ‘Or’. These are either dif- 
ferent meanings of the word or passage, or they serve to connect it with other 
renderings elsewhere. 

(3) Literal renderings of the Hebrew or Aramaic, indicated by the prefix 
‘Heb.’ or ‘Aram.’ 

(4) Changes of text made on the authority of the ancient Versions. 

(5) Readings from ancient Versions which appeared to be of sufficient 
importance to be noticed. | 

(6) Renderings of the Hebrew consonants as read with different vowel 
points, or as differently divided. These are introduced by the words ‘Or, as 
otherwise read’. 

(7) Marginal references to other passages, which are either strictly 
parallel, or serve the purpose of illustrating or justifying a particular ren- 

ring. 

(8) Explanations of certain proper names, the meaning of which is 
referred to in the text. 

In the Proper Names the Revisers have endeavoured to ascertain the 
system of transliteration adopted by the Translators of the Authorised Version 
and to carry it out with somewhat greater consistency. They have not how- 
ever attempted anything like rigid’ uniformity, and have left unchanged all 
those names which by usage have become English; as, for instance, Moses, 
Aaron, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and the like. 

Among the Rules laid down by the Revision Committee of Convocation 
for the guidance of the Revisers was one that no change should be finally 
made in the text of the Authorised Version except by the vote of two-thirds 
of the Company present and voting; and this Rule has been invariably acted 
upon. The result has been that in many cases a rendering which was pre- 
ferred by the majority of the Company voting has been recorded in the 
margin, the majority not being sufficient to give it a place in the text. But 
all questions of marginal readings, as well as of punctuation and division into 

phs, except where these affected the sense of a passage, were decided 
Υ a simple majority. 

It may be of some interest to describe the method observed by the 
Company in their work, if only to shew that every question raised was 
carefully and deliberately considered. In the first Revision it was the 
practice for the Secretary to read over each verse, first in the original and then 
in the Authorised Version: the proposals for change were then taken; first 
those communicated in writing by absent members, and next those made by 
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the members present. Each proposal was moved, and if seconded was dis- 
cussed and voted upon; the decision in the first Revision being by a majority 
only. Ifa pro met with no seconder, it was not disc but allowed to 
drop. In the second Revision, the Secretary read out in order the changes 
which had been made at the first Revision; if these were unchallenged they 
were allowed to remain, otherwise they were put to the vote and affirmed or 
rejected according as they were or were not supported by the requisite majority 
of two-thirds. In the second Revision new propositions could only be made 
by special permission of the Company, and discussion was limited, as far as 

ible, to exceptional cases. In the final review, which was in reality the 
completion of the second Revision, the Company employed themselves in 
making a general survey of what they had done, deciding finally upon reserved 
points, harmonizing inconsistencies, smoothing down roughnesses, removing 
unnecessary changes, and generally giving finish and completeness to their 
work. Everything in this final survey was decided by the vote of a majority 
of two-thirds. 

The Revisers had already made some progress, and had in fact gone 
twice through the Pentateuch, before they secured the co-operation of the 
American Old Testament Revision Company. The first Revision of the 
several books was submitted to the consideration of the American Revisers, 
and, except in the case of the Pentateuch, the English Company had the 
benefit of their criticisms and suggestions before they proceeded to the 
second Revision. The second Revision was in like manner forwarded to 
America, and the latest thoughts of the American Revisers were in the 
hands of the English Company at their final review. In every instance the 
suggestions from America were treated with the same consideration as those 
proceeding from members of the English Company, and were adopted or 
rejected on their merits. It was a part of the terms of agreement with the 
American Company that all points of ultimate difference between them and 
the English Revisers should be placed on record, and they will accordingly 
be found fully stated at the end of the Old Testament, or at the end of the 
several portions, according as the Revised Version appears in one or more 
volumes. Many of them will be found to be changes of language which are 
involved in the essentially different circumstances of American and English 
readers; others express a preference for the marginal rendering over that 
given in the text; others again involve a real difference of opinion; but all 
shew that they have been dictated by the same leading principle, the sincere 
desire to give to modern readers a faithful representation of the meaning of 
the original documents. 

It could not but be expected that in the course of fourteen years many 
changes would take place in the members of the Company. Of the original 
number who first put their hands to the work on the 30th of June 1870, only 
fifteen now remain. Ten of the Company have been removed by death, and 
two resigned: the places of these were filled from time to time by others; 
but since October 1875 no new members have been added. The Revision 
was completed in eighty-five sessions, ending on 20th June, 1884; and it 
occupied 792 days. The greater of the sessions were for ten days each, 
and each day the Company generally sat for six hours. The labour therefore 
has been great, but it has been given ungrudgingly ; and now with a feeling 
of deep thankfulness to Almighty God, and the earnest hope that their endea- 
vours may with His blessing tend to a clearer knowledge of the Old Testament 
Scriptures, the Revisers bring their long task to a close,

18 Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 
19 Neither shalt thou steal. 
20 Neither shalt thou bear false witness 
inst thy neighbour. 
either shalt thou covet thy neigh- 
bour’s wife; neither shalt thou desire 
thy neighbour’s house, his field, or his 
manservant, or his maidservant, his 
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men in Egypt and the Lorp brought 
us out of Egypt with a mighty hand: 

22 and the Lorp shewed signs and won- 
ders, great and sore, upon Egypt, upon 
Pharaoh, and upon all his house, before 

28 our eyes: and he brought us out from 
thence, that he might bring us in, to 
give us the land which he sware unto 

24 our fathers. And the Lorp command- 
ed us to do all these statutes, to fear 
the Lorn our God, for our good always, 
that he might preserve us alive, as at 

25this day. And it shall be righteous- 
ness unto us, if we observe to do all 
this commandment before the Lorp 
our God, as he hath commanded us. 

'7 When the Lorp thy God shall bring 
thee into the land whither thou goest 
to possess it, and shall ?cast out many 
nations before thee, the Hittite, and 
the Girgashite, and the Amorite, and 
the Canaanite, and the Perizzite, and 
the Hivite, and the Jebusite, seven 
nations greater and mightier than 

2thou; and when the Lorp thy God 
shall deliver them up before thee, and 
thou shalt smite them; then thou 
shalt %utterly destroy them; thou 
shalt make no covenant with them, 

ΒΊΟΥ shew mercy unto them: neither 
shalt thou make marriages with them; 
thy daughter thou shalt not give unto 
his son, nor his daughter shalt thou 

4take unto thy son. For he will turn 
away thy son from following me, that 
they may serve other gods: so will the 
anger of the Lorp be kindled against 

ou, and he will destroy thee quickly. 

5 But thus shall ye deal with them; ye 
shall break down their altars, and 
dash in pieces their ‘pillars, and hew 
down their 5Asherim, and burn their 

6 graven images with fire. For thou art 
an holy people unto the Lorp thy God: 
the Lorp thy God hath chosen thee to 
be a peculiar people unto himself, 68- 
bove all peoples that are upon the face 

7 of the earth. The Lorp did not set 
his love upon you, nor choose you, be- 
cause ye were more in number than 
any people; for ye were the fewest 

8 of peoples: but because the Lornp 
loveth you, and because he would keep 
the oath which he sware unto your 
fathers, hath the Lorp brought you 
out with a mighty hand, and redeemed 
you out of the house of bondage, from 
the hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt.

24Ye have been rebellious inst the 
Lorp from the day that I knew you. 
25So 1 fell down before the Lorp the 
forty days and forty nights that I fell 
down; because the Lorn had said he 
26 would destroy you. And 1 prayed unto 
the Lorn, and said, O Lord Gop, destroy 
not thy people and thine inheritance, 
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heart, My power and the might of 
mine hand hath gotten me this wealth. 
18 But thou shalt remember the Lorp thy 
God, for it is he that giveth thee 
power to get wealth; that he may 
establish his covenant which he sware 
19 unto thy fathers, as at this day. And 
it shall be, if thou shalt forget the 
Lorp thy God, and walk after other 
gods, and serve them, and worship 
them, I testify against you this day 
20that ye shall surely perish. As the 
nations which the Lorp maketh to 
ish before you, so shall ye perish ; 
ye would not hearken unto 
the voice of the Lorp your God. 

© Hear, O Israel: thou art to pass 
over Jordan this day, to go in to pos: 

sess nations greater and mightier t 
thyself, cities great and fenced up to 
2heaven, a people great and tall, the 
sons of the Anakim, whom thou know- 
est, and of whom thou hast heard say, 
Who can stand before the sons of 
8 Anak? Know therefore this day, that 
the Lorp thy God is he which goeth 
over before thee as a devouring fire;

At that time the Lorp separ- 
ated the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark 
of the covenant of the Lorn, to stand 
before the Lorp to minister unto him, 
and to bless in his name, unto this 
9day. Wherefore Levi hath no portion 
nor inheritance with his brethren; the 
Lorp is his inheritance, according as 
the Lornp thy God spake unto him.) 

10 And I stayed in the mount, as at the 
first time, forty days and forty nights: 
and the Lorn hearkened unto me that 
time also; the Lorp would not destroy 

116100. And the Lorp said unto me, 
Arise, take thy journey before the peo- 
ple; and they shall go in and possess 
the land, which I sware unto their 
fathers to give unto them.

in all the work of thine hands. 

20 When thou beatest thine olive tree, 
thou shalt not go over the boughs 
again: it shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the widow. 

21 When thou gatherest the grapes of thy 
| vineyard, thou shalt not glean it after 
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third year, which is the year of tithing, 
then thou shalt give it unto the Levite, 
to the stranger, to the fatherless, and 
to the widow, that they may eat within 

18 thy gates, and be filled; and thou shalt 
say before the Lorp thy God, I have 
put away the hallowed things out of 
mine house, and also have given them 

. unto the Levite, and unto the stranger, 
to the fatherless, and to the widow, 
according to all thy commandment 
which thou hast commanded me: I 
have not transgressed any of thy com- 
mandments, neither have 1 forgotten 

14them: I have not eaten thereof in my 
mourning, neither have I put away 
thereof, being unclean, nor given there- 
of for the dead: I have hearkened to 
the voice of the 1,052 my God, I have 
done according to all that thou hast 

15 commanded me. Look down from thy 
holy habitation, from heaven, and bless 
thy people Israe}, and the ground which 
thou hast given us, as thou swarest 
unto our fathers, a land flowing with 
milk and honey. 

16 This day the Lornp thy God command- 
eth thee to do these statutes and judge- 
ments: thou shalt therefore keep and 
do them with all thine heart, and with 

17all thy soul. Thou hast avouched the 
Lorp this day to be thy God, and that 
thou shouldest walk in his ways, and 
keep his statutes, and his command- 
ments, and his judgements, and heark- 

18 en unto his voice: and the Lorp hath 
avouched thee this day to bea peculiar 
people untohimself, as he hath promised 
thee, and that thou shouldest keep all 

19 his commandments; and to make thee 
high above all nations which he hath 
made, ®in praise, and in name, and in 
honour; and that thou mayest be an 
holy people unto the Lorp thy God, 
as he hath spoken. 


| 2°7 And Moses and the elders of Israel 
commanded the people, saying. Keep 
all the commandment which I com- 
2mand you this day. And it shall be 
on the day when ye shall pass over 
Jordan unto the land which the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee, that thou shalt 
set thee up great stones, and plaister 
8them with plaister: and thou shalt 
write upon them all the words of this 
law, when thou art passed over; that 
thou mayest go in unto the land which 
the Lorp thy God giveth thee, a land 
flowing with milk and honey, as the 
Lorp, the God of thy fathers, hath 
4 promised thee.

And there shalt thou build an 
altar unto the Lorp thy od, an altar 
of stones: thou shalt lift up ne iron 
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that do such things, eren all that do 
unrighteously, are an abomination 
unto the Lorp thy God. 

17 Remember what Amalek did unto 
thee by the way as ye came forth out 

1801 Egypt; how he met thee by the 
way, and smote the hindmost of thee, 
all that were feeble behind thee, when 
thou wast faint and weary; and he 

19feared not God. Therefore it shall 
be, when the Lorp thy God hath 
given thee rest from all thine enemies 
round about, in the land which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee for an 
inheritance to possess it, that thou 
shalt blot out the remembrance of 
Amalek from under heaven; thou 
shalt not forget. 

26 And it shall be, when thou art come 
in unto the land which the Lorp thy 
God giveth thee for an inheritance, 
and possessest it, and dwellest therein ; 

2that thou shalt take of the first of all 
the fruit of the ground, which thou 
shalt bring in from thy land that the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee; and thou 
shalt put it in a basket, and shalt go 
unto the place which the Lorp thy 
God shall choose to cause his name to 
3dwell there. And thou shalt come 
unto the priest that shall be in those 
days, and say unto him, I profess this 
day unto the Lorp thy God, that I am 
come unto the land which the Lorp 
sware unto our fathers for to give us. 
4 And the priest shall take the basket 
out of thine hand, and set it down 
before the altar of the Lorp thy God. 
5 And thou shalt answer and say before 
the Lorp thy God, A 1Syrian ready 
to perish was my father, and he went 
down into Egypt, and sojourned there, 
few in number; and he became there 
ἃ nation, great, mighty, and populous: 
6and the Egyptians evil entreated us, 
and afflicted us, and laid upon us hard 
7 bondage: and we cried unto the Lorn, 
the God of our fathers, and the Lorp 
heard our voice, and saw onr affliction 
Sand onr toil, and our oppression: and 
the Lorp brought us forth out of 
Egypt with a mighty hand, and with 
an outstretched arm, and with great 
terribleness, and with signs, and with 
9 wonders: and he hath brought us into 
this place, and hath given us this land, 
a land flowing with milk and honey. 

10 And now, behold, I have brought the 
first of the fruit of the ground, which 
thou, O Lorp, hast given me. And 
thou shalt set it down before the Lorp 
thy God, and worship before the Lorp 

11thy God: and thon shalt rejoice in all 
the good which the Lornp thy God 
hath given unto thee, and unto thine 
house, thou, and the Levite, and the 
stranger that is in the midst of thee. 

12 When thou hast made anend of tithing

And all 
the people shall say, Amen. 

28 And it shall come to pass, if thou 
shalt hearken diligently unto the voice 
of the Lorp thy God, to observe to do 
all his commandments which I com- 
mand thee this day, that the Lorp th

2 the nations of the earth: and all these 
blessings shall come upon thee, and 
overtake thee, if thou shalt hearken 
unto the voice of the Lorp thy God. 

8 Blessed shalt thou be in the city, and

ed shall be the fruit of thy body, and 
the fruit of thy ground, and the fruit

Blessed shalt thou be when 
thou comest in, and blessed shalt thou

one way, and shall flee before thee 

Sseven ways. The Lorp shall com- 
mand the blessing upon thee in thy 
barns, and in all that thou puttest 
thine hand unto; and he shall bless 
thee in the land which the Lorp thy 

9God giveth thee. The Lorp shall 
establish thee for an holy people unto 
himself, as he hath sworn unto thee; 
if thou shalt keep the commandments 
of the Lorp thy God, and walk in his 

10 ways. And all the peoples of the earth 
shall see that thou art called by the 
name of the Lorp; and they shall be 

llafraid of thee. And the Lorp shall 
make thee plenteous for good, in the 
fruit of thy body, and in the fruit of 
thy cattle, and in the fruit of thy 
ground, in the land which the Lorp 
sware unto thy fathers to give thee. 

12The Lorp shall open unto thee his 
good 3treasure the heaven to give the 
rain of thy land in its season, and to 
bless all the work of thine hand: and 
thou shalt lend unto many nations, 

18and thou shalt not borrow. And the 
Lorp shall make thee the head, and 
not the tail; and thou shalt be above 
only, and thou shalt not be beneath; 
if thou shalt hearken unto the com-

20 Cursed be he that lieth with his fa- 
ther’s wife; because he hath uncovered 
his father’s skirt.

12 And to the Reubenites, and to the Gad- 
ites, and to the half tribe of Manasseh, 
13 spake Joshua, saying, Remember the 
word which Moses the servant of the 
Lorp commanded you, saying, The

ou, and they also have p e 
and which the Lorp your God giveth 
them: then ye shall return unto the 
land of your possession, and possess it, 
which Moses the servant of the Lorp 
gave you beyond Jordan toward the sun- 
l6rising. And they answered Joshua, say- 
ing, All that thou hast commanded us 
we will do, and whithersoever thou 
17 sendest us we will go. According as we 
hearkened unto Moses in all things, so 
will we hearken unto thee: only the 
Lorp thy God be with thee, as he was 
18 with Moses. Whosoever he be that 
shall rebel against thy commandment, 
and shall not hearken unto thy words 
in all that thou commandest him, he 
shall be put to death: only be strong 
and of a good courage.

And it was 
told the king of Jericho, saying, Be- 
hold, there came men in hither to- 
night of the children of Israel to 
8search out the land. And the king of 
Jericho sent unto Rahab, saying, Bring 
forth the men that are come to thee, 
which are entered into thine house:

In the 
morning therefore ye shall be brought 
near by your tribes: and it shall be, that 
the tribe which the Lorp taketh shall

Woe 
unto us! who shail deliver us out of 
the hand of these mighty gods? these 
are the gods that smote the Egyptians 
with manner of } plagues in the 
9 wilderness. Be strong, and quit your- 
selves like men, O ye Philistines, that 
ye be not servants unto the Hebrews, 
as they have been to you: quit your- 
| 10 selves likemen, and fight. And the Phil- 
istines fought, and Israel was smitten, 
and they fled every man to his tent: 
and there was a very great slaughter; 
for there fell of Israel thirty thousand 
llfootmen. And the ark of God was 
taken; and the two sons of Eli, Hophni 
12and Phinehas, were slain. And there 
ran a man of Benjamin out of the 
3army, and came to Shiloh the same 
day with his clothes rent, and with 
18earth upon his head. And when he 
came, lo, Eli sat upon his seat ®by the 
way side watching: for his heart trem- 
bled for the ark of God. And when 
the man came into the city, and told it, 
14 41} the city cried out. And when Eli 
heard the noise of the crying, he said, 
What meaneth the nvise of this tu- 
mult?

Now Eli was ninety and 
eight years old; and his eyes were ‘set, 
16 that he could not see.

18 and the golden mice, according to the 
number of all the cities of the Philis- 
tines belonging to the five lords, both 
of fenced cities and of country vil- 
lages: even unto the great ‘stone, 
whereon they set down the ark of the 
Lorn, which stone remaineth unto this 
day in the field of Joshua the Beth- 
19shemite. 7And he smote of the men 
of Beth-shemesh, because they had 
looked into the ark of the Lorp, even 
he smote of the people seventy men, 
and fifty thousand men: and the 
people mourned, because the Lorp 
smitten the people with a great 
20 slaughter.

11 that seemeth good unto vor And it 
was 50 on the morrow, that Saul put 
the people in three companies; and 
they came into the midst of the camp 
in the morning watch, and smote the 
Ammonites until the heat of the day: 
and it came to pass, that they which 
remained were scattered, so that two 

1901 them were not left together. And 
the people said unto Samuel, Who is 
he that said, Shall Saul reign over us? 
bring the men, that we may put them 

18 to death. And Saul said, There shall 
not a man be put to death this day: 
for to-day the Lorp hath wrought 
1 deliverance in Israel. 

14 Then said Samuel to the people, 
Come and let us go to Gilgal, and re- 

15new the kingdom there. d all the 
people went to Gilgal; and there they 
made Saul king before the Lorp in 
Gilgal; and there they sacrificed sacri- 
fices of e offerings before the 
Lory; and there Saul and all the men 
of Israel rejoiced greatly. 

12 And Samuel said unto all Israel, Be- 
hold, Ihave hearkened unto your voice 
in all that ye said unto me, and have 

2made a king over you. And now, be- 
hold, the king walketh before you: and 
I am old and grayheaded; and, behold, 
my sons are with you: and I have 
walked before you from my youth 
Sunto this day. Here I am: witness 
against me before the Lorn, and be- 
fore his anointed: whose ox have I 
taken? or whose ass have I taken? 
or whom have I defrauded? whom 
have I oppressed? or of whose hand 
have I taken a ransom to blind mine 
eyes therewith? and I will restore it 
4you. And they said, Thou hast not 
defrauded us, nor oppressed us, neither 
hast thou taken aught of any man’s 
5hand. And he said unto them, The 
Lorp is witness against yon, and his 
anointed is witness this day, that ye 
have not found aught in my hand. 
6 And they said, He is witness. And 
Samuel said unto the spoorle, It is the 
Lorp that ‘appointed Mosesand Aaron, 
and that brought your fathers up out 
7 of the land of Egypt. Now therefore 
stand still, that I may plead with you 
before the Lorp concerning all the 
righteous acts of the Lorp, which he 
8did to you and to your fathers. When 
Jacob was come into t, and your 
fathers cried unto the Lorn, then the 
Lorp sent Moses and Aaron, who 
brought forth your fathers out of 
Egypt, and made them to dwell in this 
9place. But they forgat the Lorn their 
God, and he sold them into the hand 
of Sisera, captain of the host of Hazor, 
and into the hand of the Philistines, 
and into the hand of the king of Moab, 
1Oand they fought against them. And

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him up 
from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Benjamin.

three companies: one company turned 
unto the way that leadeth to Ophrah, 
18 unto the land of Shual: and another 
company turned the way to Beth-horon : 
and another company turned the way of 
the border that looketh down u 
valley of Zeboim toward the wilderness. 
19 Now there was no smith found 
throughout all the land of Israel: for 
the Philistines said, Lest the Hebrews 
20 make them swords or spears: but all 
the Israelites went down to the Philis- 
tines, to sharpen every man his share, 
and his coulter, and his axe, and his 
21 mattock; ‘yet they had a 216 for the 
mattocks, and for the coulters, and for 
ἊΝ the forks, and for the axes; and to set 
6 goads. it came to pass in the 

day of battle, that there was neither 
sword nor spear found in the hand of 


any of the people that were with Saul : 


and Jonathan: but with Saul and with 

28 Jonathan his son was therefound. And 
the garrison of the Philistines went 
out unto the pass of Michmash. 

14 Nowit fell upon a day, that Jonathan 
the son of Saul said unto the yo 
man that bare his armour, Come an 
let us go over to the Philistines’ gar- 
rison, that is on yonder side. But he 

2told not his father. And Saul abode 
in the uttermost part of Gibeah under 
the pomegranate tree which is in 
igron: and the ple that were 

with him were about six hundred 
8men; and Ahijah, the son of Ahitub, 
Ichabod's brother, the son of Phinehas, 
the son of Eli, the priest of the Lorp 
in Shiloh, wearing an epbod. And 
the people knew not that Jonathan 
4was gone. And between the passes, 
by which Jonathan sought to go over 
unto the Philistines’ ison, there 
was a rocky crag on the one side, and 
a rocky crag on the other side: and the 
name of the one was Bozez, and the 
5Sname of the other Seneh. The one 
rose up on the north in front of 
Michmash, and the other on the south 
6in front of Geba. And Jonathan said 
to the y man that bare his armour, 
Come and δὲ us go over unto the 
garrison of these uncircumcised: it 
may be that the Lorp will work for us: 
for there is no restraint to the Lorp 
7 to save by many or by few. And his 
armourbearer said unto him, Do all 
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2 two years over Israel. And Saul chose 
him three thousand men of Israel; 





whereof two thousand were with Saul 

in Michmash and in the mount of 

Beth-el, and a thousand were with 

Jonathan in Gibeah of Benjamin: and 

the rest of the people he sent every 

8 man to his tent. And Jonathan smote 

the garrison of the Philistines that was 

in Geba, and the Philistines heard of 

it. And Saul blew the trumpet through- 

out all the land, saying, tet the He- 

4brews hear. And all Israel heard say 

that Sanl had smitten the i of 

the Philistines, and that also 

was had in abomination with the Phil- 

'  istines. And the people were gathered 
together after Saul to Gilgal. 

5 And the Philistines assembled them- 

selves together to fight with Israel, 

thirty thousand chariots, and six thou- 


sand horsemen, and le as the sand 
which 18 on the sea shore in maulti- 
tude: and they came up, and pitched 


in Michmash, eastward of Beth-aven. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that they 
were in a strait, (for the le were 
distressed,) then the people did hide 
themselves in caves, and in thickets, 
and in rocks, and in 120108, and in 

72pits. Now some of the Hebrews had 
gone over Jordan to the land of Gad 
and Gilead; but as for Saul, he was 
yet in Gilgal, and all the people fol- 
owed him trembling.

10 Then came the word of the Lorp 
llunto Samuel, saying, It repenteth 
me that I have set up Saul to be 
king: for he is turned back from 
following me, and hath not performed 
my commandments. And Samuel was 
wroth ; and he cried unto the Lorp all 
12 night. And Samuel rose early to meet 
Saul in the morning; and it was told 
Samuel, saying, Saul came to Carmel, 
and, behold, he set him up a }©monu- 
ment, and is gone about, and passed on, 
13 and gone down to Gilgal. And Samu- 
el came to Saul: and Saul said unto 
him, Blessed be thou of the Lorn: 1 
have performed the commandment of 
l4the Lorp.

not a man among all the people that 
40 answered him. “Phen said he unto all 
Israel, Be ye on one side, and I and 
Jonathan my son will be on the other 


side. And the people said unto Saal, 
Do what seemeth good unto thee. 
41 Therefore Saul said unto the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, 23Shew the right. And 
Jonathan and Saul were taken by lot: 
42 but the people escaped. And said, 
Cast lots between me and Jonathan my 
48 βοῃ. And Jonathan was taken. Then 
Saul said to Jonathan, Tell me what 
thou hast done. And Jonathan told 
him, and said, I did certainly taste a 
little honey with the end of the rod that 
was in mine hand; and, lo, I must die.

So the people * rescued Jonathan, that 
46 he died not. Then Saul went up from 
following the Philistines: and the Phil- 
istines went to their own place. 
47 Now when Saul had taken the king: 
dom over Israel, he fought against 
his enemies on every side, against 


48 himself, 4he vexed them. And he did 
valiantly, and smote the Amalekites, 
and delivered Israel out of the hands 
of them that spoiled them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were Jonathan, 
and Ishvi, and Malchi-shua: and the 
names of his two daughters were these ; 
the name of the firstborn Merab, and 

50 the name of the younger Michal: and 
the name of Saul’s wife was Ahinoam 
the daughter of Ahimaaz: and the 
name of the captain of his host was 
Abner the son of Ner, Saul’s uncle. 

515 And Kish was the father of Saul; and 
Ner the father of Abner was the son 
of Abiel. 

52 And there was sore war inst the 
Philistines all the days of Saul: and 
when Saul saw any mighty man, or any 
valiant man, he Stook him unto him. 

15 And Samuel said unto Saul, The Lorp 
sent me to anoint thee to be king over 
his people, over Israel: now therefore 
hearken thou unto the voice of the 

2words of the Lorp. Thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, 1 7have marked that 
which Amalek did to Israel, how he 
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I will send thee to Jesse the Beth-lehem- 
ite: for I have provided mea king amo 
2his sons. And Samuel said, How can 
go? if Saul hear it, he will kill me. And 
the Lorn said, Take an heifer with thee, 
and say, 1 am come to sacrifice to the 
3Lorp. And call Jesse to the sacrifice, 
and I will shew thee what thou shalt do:

Samuel. And Samuel said unto Jesse, 
11 The Lorp hath not chosen these. And 
Samuel said unto Jesse, Are here all 
thy children? And he said, There re- 
maineth yet the youngest, and, behold, 
he keepeth the sheep. And Samuel 
said unto Jesse, Send and fetch him: 
for we will not sit }°down till he come 
12hither. And he sent, and brought him 
in. Now he was ruddy, and wi 1 of 
a beautiful countenance, and goodly to 
look upon. And the Lorp said, Arise, 
18anoint him: for this is he. Then 
Samuel took the horn of oil, and anoint- 
ed him in the midst of his brethren: and 
the spirit of the Lorp came mightily 
upon David from that day forward. So 
Samuel rose up, and went to Ramah. 
14 Now the spirit of the Lorp had de- 
ted from Saul, and an evil spirit 
15from the Lorp troubled him. And 
Saul’s servants said unto him, Behold 
now, an evil spirit from God troubleth 
16thee. Let our lord now command thy 
servants, which are before thee, to 
seek out a man who is a cunning 
player on the harp: and it shall come 
to pass, when the evil spirit from God 
is upon thee, that he shall play with 
17 his hand, and thou shalt be well.

20 And Saul said unto Samuel, Yea, I 
have obeyed the voice of the Lorn, and 
have gone the way which the Lorp 
sent me, and have brought Agag the 
king of Amalek, and have 1 utterly de- 
21 stroyed the Amalekites. But the people 
took of the spoil, sheep and oxen, % 
chief of the devoted things, to sacrifice 
22 unto the Lorp thy God in Gilgal. And 
Samuel said, Hath the Lorp as great de- 
light in burnt offerings and sacrifices, as 
in obeying the voice οὗ the Lorp? Be- 
| hold, to obey is better than sacrifice, and 
23 to hearken than the fat of rams.

Now therefore, I pray thee, par- 
don my sin, and turn again with me, that 
26 1 may worship the 1,022. And Samuel 
said unto Saul, I will not return with 
thee: for thou hast rejected the word of 
the Lorp, and the Lorp hath rejected 
27 thee from being king over Israel. Andas 
Samuel turned about to goaway, helaid 
hold upon the skirt of his robe, and it 
23 rent. And Samuel said unto him, The 
Lorp hath rent the kingdom of Isra- 
| el from thee this day, and hath given 
it to a neighbour of thine, that is better 
29 than thou. And also the 5Strength of 
Israel will not lie nor repent: for he is 
30 not a man, that he should repent. Then 
he said, I have sinned: yet honour me 
now, I pray thee, before the elders of 
my people, and before Israel, and turn 
again with me, that I may worshi 
$1 the Lorp thy God. So Samuel turn 
again after Saul; and Saul worshipped 
the Lorn. 
32 Then said Samuel, Bring ye hither to 
me Agag the king of the Amalekites.

ene And Agag said, Surely the bitterness 
33 of death is past. And Samuel said, As 
thy sword hath made women childless, 
so shall thy mother be childless among 
women.

84 Then Samuel went to Ramah; and 
; Saul went up to his house to Gibeah of 
35 Saul.

16 And the Lorp said unto Samuel, How 
| long wilt thou mourn for Saul, seeing I

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of Saul, stricken in years among men. 
18 And the three eldest sons of Jesse had 
gone after Saul to the battle: and the 
names of his three sons that went to the 
battle were Eliab the firstborn, and next 
unto him Abinadab, and the third Sham- 
14mah. And David was the yo >and 
15 the three eldest followed Saul. Now Da- 
vid went to and fro from Saul to feed his 
16 father’s sheep at Beth-lehem.

Then Ahimelech answered the 
king, and said, And who among all th 
servants is so faithful as David, whi 
is the king's son in law, and is taken 
into thy council, and is honourable in 
15thine house? Have I to-day begun 
to inquire of God for him? be it far 
from me: let not the king impute any 
thing unto his servant, nor to all the 
house of my father: for thy servant 
knoweth not of all this, less or 
16more. And the king said, Thou shalt 
surely die, Ahimelech, thou, and all 
17thy father’s house. And the king 
said unto the ®guard that stood about 
him, Turn, and slay the priests of the 
Lorp; because their hand also is with 
David, and because they knew that 
he fled, and did not disclose it to me. 
But the servants of the king would 
not put forth their hand to fall upon 
18 the priests of the 1,052. And the king 
said to Doeg, Turn thon, and fall apon 
the priests. And Doeg the Edomite 
turned, and he fell upon the priests, and 
he slew on that day fourscore and five 
persons that did wear a linen ephoil.

And the woman said unto 
him, Behold, thou knowest what Saul 
hath done, how he hath cut off those 
that have familiar spirits, and the 
wizards, out of the land: wherefore 
then layest thou a snare for my life, 
10 to cause me to die? And Saul sware 
to her by the Lorp, saying, As the 
Lorp liveth, there shall no ¢punish- 
ment happen to thee for this thing. 
11 Then said the woman, Whom 
bring up unto thee? And he said, 
12 Bring me up Samuel. And when the 
woman saw Samuel, she cried with a 
loud voice: and the woman 0 to 
Saul, saying, Why hast thou deceived 
13me? for thou art Saul. And the king 
said unto her, Be not afraid: for what 
seest thou? And the woman said unto 
Saul, I see 7a god coming up out of the 
ldearth. And he said unto her, What 
form is he of? And she said, An old 
man cometh up; and he is covered with 
a robe. And Saul perceived that it was 
Samuel, and he bowed with his face to 
15the ground, and did obeisance. And 
Samuel said to Saul, Why hast thou dis- 
quieted me, to bring me up? And Saul 
answered, I am sore distressed ; for the 
Philistines make war against me, and 
God is departed from me, and answer- 
eth me no more, neither by prophets, 
nor by dreams: therefore I have called 
thee, that thon mayest make known 
16 unto me what I shall do. And Samuel 
said, Wherefore then dost thou ask of 
me, seeing the Lorp is departed from 
thee, and 518 become thine adversary ? 
17 And the Lory hath ® wrought for him- 
self, as he spake by me: and the Lorp 
hath rent the kingdom out of thine 
hand, and given it to thy neighbour, 
18 even to David. Because thou obeyedst 
not the voice of the Lorp, and didst 
not execute his fierce wrath upon 
Amalek, therefore hath the Lorp done 
19 this thing unto thee this day. More- 
over the Lorp will deliver also 
with thee into the hand of the Philis- 
tines: and to-morrow shalt thou and 
thy sons be with me: the Lorp shall 
deliver the host of Israel also into the 
20hand of the Philistines. Then Saul 
fell straightway his full length upon 
the earth, and was sore afraid, because 
of the words of Samuel: and there 
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and his men, every man with his house- 
hold, even David with his two wives, A- 
hinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail the 

4 Carmelitess, Nabal’s wife. And it was 
told Saul that David was fied to Gath: 
and he sought no moré again for him. 

5 And David said unto Achish, If now 
I have found grace in thine eyes, let 
them give me a place in one of the 
cities in the 1country, that I may dwell 
there: for why should thy servant dwell 

6in the royal city with thee? Then 
Achish gave him Ziklag that day: 
wherefore Ziklag pertaineth unto the 
kings of Judah unto this day. 

7 And the number of the days that Da- 
vid dwelt in the ! country of the Phil- 
istines was a full year four months. 

8 And David and his men went up, and 
made a raid upon the Geshurites, and 
the 2Girzites, and the Amalekites: for 
those nations were the inhabitants of 
the land, ? which were of old, as thou 
goest to Shur, even unto the land of 

9 Egynt. And David smote the land, 
and saved neither man nor woman 
alive, and took away the sheep, and 
the oxen, and the asses, and the camels, 
and the apparel; and he returned, and 

10came to Achish. And Achish said, 
4 Whither have ye made a raid to-day ? 
And David said, Against the South of 
Judah, and against the South of the 
Jerahmeelites, and against the South 

11 of the Kenites. And David saved nei- 
ther man nor woman alive, to bring 
them to Gath, saying, Lest they shoul 
tell on us, saying, So did David, and 
so hath been his manner all the while 
he hath dwelt in the !country of the 

12 Philistines. And Achish believed Da- 
vid, saying, He hath made his people 
Israel utterly to abhor him; therefore 
he shall be my servant for ever. 

28 And it came to pass in those days, 
that the Philistines gathered their 
Shosts together for warfare, to fight 
with Israel. And Achish said unto 
David, Know thou assuredly, that thou 
shalt go out with me in the host, thou 

2and thy men. And David said to 
Achish, Therefore thou shalt know 
what thy servant will do. And Achish 
said to David, Therefore will I make 
thee keeper of mine head for ever. 

8 Now Samuel was dead, and all Israel 
had lamented him, and buried him in 
Ramah, even in his own city. 
Saul had pat away those 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, out of 

4the land. And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together, and came and 
pitched in Shunem: and Saul gathered 
all Israel together, and they pitched in 

5 Gilboa. And when Saul saw the host 
of the Philistines, he was afraid, and 

6 his heart trembled greatly. And when 
Saul inquired of the Lorn, the Lorp 
answered him not, neither by dreams, 
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in thy servant so long as I have been 
before thee unto thisday, thatI may not 

0 an t against the enemies of my 
9lord the Sing? And Achish answered 
and said to David, I know that thou 
art good in my sight, as an angel of 
God: notwithstanding the princes of 
the Philistines have said, He shall not 
10 go up with us to the battle. Wherefore 
now rise up early in the morning with 
the servants of thy lord that are come 
with thee: and as soon as ye be up early 

in the morning, and have light, depart. 
11 So David rose up early, he and his 
men, to depart m the morning, to 
return into the land of the Philis- 
tines. And the Philistines went up to

ΘΟ And it came to pass, when David and 
his men were come to Ziklag on the 
third day, that the Amalekites had 
made a raid upon the South, and upon

And he answered 
him, Pursue: for thou shalt surely

9 recover all. So David went, he and the 
six hundred men that were with him, 
and came to the brook Besor, where 

10 those that were left behind stayed. But 
David pursued, he and four hundred 
men: for two hundred stayed behind, 
which were so faint that they could 

11 not go over the brook Besor: and they 
found an Egyptian in the field, and 
brought him to David, and gave him 
bread, and he did eat; and they gave 
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was no strength in him; for he had 
eaten no bread all the day, nor all the 
21 night. And the woman came unto Saul, 
aud saw that he was sore troubled, and 
said unto him, Behold, thine handmaid 
hath hearkened unto thy voice, and I 
have put my life in my hand, and have 
hearkened unto thy words which thou 
22 spakest unto me. Now therefore, I 
pray thee, hearken thou also unto the 
voice of thine handmaid, and let me 
set a morsel of bread before thee; and 
eat, that thou mayest have strength, 
23 when thou goest on thy way.

brought it before Saul, and before his 
servants; and they did eat. Then they 
rose up, and went away that night.

And the lords of 
the Philistines passed on by hundreds, 
and by thousands: and David and his 
men on in the rearward with 
3 Achish.

11 01 Beth-shan. And when the inhabit- 
ants of Jabesh-gilead heard concern- 
ing him that which the Philistines 

12 had done to Saul, all the valiant men 
arose, and went all night, and took the 
body of Saul and the bodies of his 
sons from the wall of Beth-shan; and 
they came to Jabesh, and burnt them 

18there. And they took their bones, and 
buried them under the tamarisk tree 
in Jabesh, and fasted seven days. 
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any water, three days and three nights. 

18 And David said unto him, To whom 
belongest thou? and whence art thou? 
And he said, I am a young man of 
Egypt, servant to an Amalekite; and 
my master left me, because three days 

14 agone I fell sick. We made a raid up- 
on the South of the Cherethites, and 
upon that which belongeth to Judah, 
and upon the South of Caleb; and we 

15 burned Ziklag with fire. And David 
said to him, Wilt thou bring me down 
to thistroop? And he said, Swear unto 
me by God, that thou wilt neither kill 
me, nor deliver me up into the hands 
of my master, and I will bring thee 

16 down to this troop. And when he had 
brought him down, behold, they were 
spread abroad over all the ground, 
eating and drinking, and feasting, ! be- 
cause of all the great spoil that they 
had taken out of the land of the Philis- 
tines, and out of the land of Judah. 

17 And David smote them from the twi- 
light even unto the evening of the next 
day: and there escaped not a man of

And there was nothing lack- 
ing to them, neither small nor great, 
neither sons nor daughters, neither

And David took all the flocks and 
the herds, which they drave before those 
other cattle, and said, This is David's 

21 spoil. And David came to the two hund- 
red men, which were so faint that they 
could not follow David, whom also they 
had made to abide at the brook Besor : 
and they went forth to meet David, and 
to meet the people that were with him: 
and when David came near ?to the peo- 

22 ple, he ®saluted them. Then answered 
all the wicked men and ‘men of δ Belial, 
of those that went with David, and 
said, Because they went not with us, 
we will not give them aught of the spoil 
that we have recovered, save to every

day was thirty 44 measures of fine flour, 
and threescore measures of meal; 
28 ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen out of 
the pastures, and an hundred sheep, 
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5 work. And against the wall of the house 
he built stories round about, against 
the walls of the house round about, both 
of the temple and of 1! the oracle: and he 

6 made side-chambers round about: the 
nethermost story was five cubits broad, 
and the middle was six cubits broad, 
and the third was seven cubits broad: 
for on the outside he made rebate- 
ments in the wall of the house round 
about, that the beams should not have 

7 hold in the walls of the house. And the 
house, when it was in building, was 
built of stone made ready 185 the 
quarry: and there was neither hammer 
nor axe nor any tool of iron heard in 

8 the house, while it wasin building. The 
door for the “middle side-chambers 
was in the right 148106 of the house: 
and they went up by winding stairs into 
the middle chambers, and out of the 

9 middle into the third. So he built the

house, each five cubits high: and 15007 
rested on the house with timber of cedar. 
11 And the word of the Lorp came to 
12 Solomon, saying, Con ing this house | 
which thou art in building, if thou wilt 
walk in my statutes, and execute my 
judgements, and keep all my command- 
ments to walk in them; then will I 
establish my word with thee, which I 
13 spake unto David thy father. AndI will 
dwell among the children of Israel, and 
will not forsake my people Israel. 
14 So Solomon built the house, and 
15 finished it. And he built the walls of 
the house within with boards of cedar; 
1from the floor of the house unto the 
walls of the cieling, he covered them on 
the inside with wood: and he covered 
the floor of the house with boards 
16 of 18+. 18And he built twenty cubits 
on the hinder part of the house with 
boards of cedar from the floor unto the 
19 walls: he even built them for it with- 
in, for an oracle, even for the most holy 
17 place. And thehouse, that is, the temple 
ore the oracle, was forty cubits long. 
18 And there was cedar on the house 
within, carved with ™knops and open 
flowers: all was ; was no 
19 stone seen. And he preprred an oracle 
in the midst of the house within, to set 
there the ark of the covenant of the 
20 Lorp. And within the oracle wasa space 
of twenty cubits in length, and twenty 
cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits in 
the height thereof; and he overlaid it 
with pure gold: “and he covered the 
21 altar with cedar. So Solomon overlaid 
the house within with pure gold: and 
he drew chains of gold across before 
the oracle; and he overlaid it with gold. 
22 And the whole house he overlaid with 
gold, until all the house was finished: 
also the whole altar that belonged to 
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7 Zidonians. And it came to pasts when 
Hiram heard the words of Solomon, 
that he rejoiced greatly, and said, 
Blessed be the Lorp this day, which 
hath given unto David a wise son over 
Sthis great people. And Hiram sent to 

Solomon, saying, I have heard the mes- 
sage which thou hast sent unto me: I 
will do all thy desire concerning timber 
of cedar, and concerning timber of ! fir. 
9My servants shall bring them down 
from Lebanon unto the sea: and I will 
make them into rafts to go by sea unto 
the place that thou shalt appoint me, 
and will cause them to. be broken up 
there, and thou shalt 3receive them: 
and thou shalt accomplish my desire, 
10in giving food for my household. So 
83 Hiram gave Solomon timber of cedar 
and tim of fir according to all 

11 his desire. And Solomon gave Hiram 

twenty thousand ‘measures of wheat 
for food to his household, and twenty 
measures of “pure oil: thus gave 

12 Solomon to Hiram year by year. And 

the Lorp gave Solomon wisdom, as 
he promised him; and there was peace 
between Hiram and Solomon; and they 
two made a league together. 

| 18 And king Solomon raised a levy out 

of all Israel; and the levy was thi 
14thousand men. And he sent them to 
Lebanon, ten thousand a month by 
courses: amonth they were in Lebanon, 
and two months at home: and Adoni- 
15ram was over the levy. And Solomon 
had threescore and ten thousand that 
bare burdens, and fourscore thousand 
that were hewers in the mountains; 
16 besides Solomon’s chief officers that 
were over the work, three thousand 
and three hundred, which bare rule 
over the people that wrought in the 

17 work. And the king commanded, and 

they Shewed out great stones, costly 
stones, to lay the foundation of the 

18 house with wrought stone. And Solo- 
mon’s builders and Hiram’s builders 
and the Gebalites did fashion them, 
and pre the timber and the stones 
to build the house. 

7220 it came to pass in the four 
hundred and eightieth year after the 
children of Israel were come out of the 
land of Egypt, in the fourth year of 
Solomon’s reign over Israel, in the 
month Ziv, which is the second month, 
that he ®began to build the house of 
2the Lorp.’

unto their fathers, the city which thou 
hast chosen, and the house which I 
49have built for thy name: then hear 
thou their prayer and their supplica- 
tion in heaven thy dwelling place, and 
50 maintain their ‘cause; cad forgive thy 
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which Solomon had given him; and 

18they pleased him not. And he said, 
What cities are these which thou hast 
given me, my brother? And 6he called 
them the land of Cabul, unto this day. 

14And Hiram sent to the king sixscore 
talents of gold. 

15 And this is the reason of the levy 
which king Solomon raised; for to 
build the house of the Lor», and his 
own house, and Millo, and the wall of 
Jerusalem, and 11207, and Megiddo, 

16and Gezer. Pharaoh king of Egypt 
had gone up, and taken Gezer, and 
burnt it with fire, and slain the Canaan- 
ites that dwelt in the city, and given it 
for a portion unto his daughter, Solo- 

17 mon's wife. And Solomon built Gezer, 

18 and Beth-horon the nether, and Baal- 
ath, and ®Tamar in the wilderness, in 

19 the land, and all the store cities that 
Solomon had, and the cities for his 
chariots, and the cities for his horse- 
men, and that which Solomon desired 
to build for his pleasure in Jerusalem, 
and in Lebanon, and in all the land of 

20his dominion. As for all the people 
that were left of the Amorites, the 
Hittites, the Perizzites, the Hivites, 
and the Jebusites, which were not of 

21 the children of Israel; their children 
that were left after them in the land, 
whom the children of Israel were not 
able utterly to destroy, of them did 
Solomon raise a levy of bondservants, 

22unto this day. But of the children 
of Israel did Solomon make no bond- 
servants: but they were the men of 
war, and his servants, and his princes, 
and his captains, and rulers of his 

28 chariots and of his horsemen. These 
were the chief officers that were over 
Solomon's work, five hundred and fifty, 
which bare rule over the people that 

24 wrought in the work. But Pharaoh's 
daughter came up out of the city of 
David unto her house which Solomon 
had built for her: then did he build 

25 Millo. And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and peace 
offerings upon the altar which he built 
unto the Lorp, burning incense there- 
with, upon the altar that was before 
the Lorp. So he finished the house. 

26 And king Solomon made a navy of 
ships in Ezion-geber, which is beside 
Eloth, on the shore of the Red Sea, in 

27 the land of Edom. And Hiram sent 
in the navy his servants, shipmen that 
had knowledge of the sea, with the 

28 servants of Solomon. And they came 
to Ophir, and fetched from thence gold, 
four hundred and twenty talents, and 
brought it to king Solomon. 

10 ל‎ And when the queen of Sheba heard 
of the fame of Solomon concerning the 
name of the Lorn, she came to prove 

2 him with hard questions. And she came 
to Jerusalem with na very great train, 
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So Solomon 
held the feast at that time, and all 
Israel with him, a great congregation, 
from the entering in of Hamath unto 
the brook of Egypt, before the Lorp 
our God, seven days and seven days, 
On the eighth 
day he sent the people away, and they 
blessed the king, and went unto their 
tents jo and glad of heart for all 
the g ess that the Lorp had shewed 
unto David his servant, and to Israel 


his people. 
© 1 And it came to pass, when Solomon 


had finished the building of the house 
of the Lorn, and the king's house, and 
all Solomon’s 2desire which he was 
2 pleased to do, that the Lorp appeared 
to Solomon the second time, as he had 
3 appeared unto him at Gibeon. And the 
Lorp said unto him, I have heard thy 
rayer and thy supplication, that thou 
hast made before me: I have hallowed 
this house, which thou hast built, to 
put my name there for ever; and mine 
eyes and mine heart shall be there per- 
4petually. And as for thee, if thou wilt 
walk before me, as David thy father 
walked, in integrity of heart, and in up- 
rightness, to do according to all that I 
have commanded thee, and wilt keép 
5 my statutes and my judgements; then 
I will establish the ne of ing- 
dom over Israel for ever; according as 
1 *promised to David thy father, say- 
ing, There shall not fail thee a man 
6 wpon the throne of Israel. But if ye 
turn away from following me, ye 

or your children, and not keep my com- 
mandments and my statutes which I 
have set before you, but shall go and 
serve other gods, and worship them: 
7 then will I cut off Israel out of the land 
which I have given them; and this 
house, which I have hallowed for my 
name, will I cast out of my sight; and 
Israel shall be ₪ proverb and a byword 
8among all peoples: ‘and tho this 
house be so high, yet shall every one 
that passeth by it be astonished, and 
shall hiss; and they shall say, Why hath 
the Loxp done thus unto this land, and 
9 to this house? And they shall answer, 
Because they forsook the Lorp their 
God, which brought forth their fathers 
out of the land of Egypt, and laid hold 
on other gods, and worshipped them, 
and served them: therefore hath the 


Lorp brought all this evil upon them. 
10 5And it came to pass at the end of 


twenty years, wherein Solomon had 
built the two houses, the house of the 


11 Lorp and the king's house, (now Hiram

25 And they brought every man his pre- 
sent, vessels of silver, and vessels of 
gold, and raiment, and armour, and 
spices, horses, and mules, a rate year 
26 by year. 29And Solomon gathered to- 
ether chariots and horsemen: and he 

ad a thousand and four hundred chari- 

- ots, and twelve thousand horsemen, 
which he bestowed in the chariot cities, 
27 and with the king at Jerusalem. 
the king made silver to be in Jerusalem 

as stones, and cedars made he to be as 
the sycomore trees that are in the low- 
28 land, for abundance. 11 And the horses 
which Solomon had were brought out

Jeroboam said in his heart, Now

eyes, to keep my statutes and my com- 
mandments, as David my servant did; 
that I will be with thee, and will build 
thee a sure house, as I built for David, 

89 and will give Israel unto thee. And 1 
will for this afflict the seed of David, but 

40 not for ever. Solomon sought there- 
fore to kill Jeroboam: but Jeroboam 
arose, and fled into Egypt, unto Shishak 
king of Egypt, and was in Egypt until 
the death of Solomon. 

41 1Now the rest of the %acts of Solo- 
mon, and all that he did, and his 
wisdom, are they not written in the 

42book of the acts of Solomon? And 
the time that Solomon reigned in Je- 
rusalem over all Israel was forty years. 

48 And Solomon slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David 
his father. and Rehoboam his son 
reigned in his stead. 

12 540 Rehoboam went to Shechem: 
for all Israel were come to Shechem 

2to make him king. And it came to 
pass, when Jeroboam the son of Nebat 
eard of it, (for he was yet in Egypt, 
whither he had fled from the presence 
of king Solomon, and Jeroboam dwelt 
8in Egypt, and they sent and called 
him;) that Jeroboam and all the 
congregation of Israel came, and spake 
4unto Rehoboam, saying, Thy father 
made our yoke grievous: now there- 
fore make thou the grievous service of 
thy father, and his heavy yoke which 
he put upon us, lighter, and we will 
Sserve thee. And he said unto them, 
Depart yet for three days, then come 
again tome. And the people departed. 
6 And king Rehoboam took counsel with 
the old men, that had stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, 
saying, What counsel give ye me to 
7return answer to this poople? And 
they spakeunto him, saying, If thou wilt 
be a servant unto this people this day, 
and wilt serve them, and answer them, 
and speak good words to them, then 
8 they will be thy servants for ever. But 
416 forsook the counsel of the old men 
which they had given him, and took 
counsel with the young men that were 
wn up with him, that stood before 
9him.

Solomon corpse t to build an 
honse for the name of the Lorp, and 
2an house for his kingdom. And Solo- 
mon told out threescore and ten thou- 
sand men to bear burdens, and four- 
score thousand men that were hewers 
in the mountains, and three thousand 
8and six hundred to oversee them. And 
Solomon sent to ?Huram the king of 
Tyre, saying, As thou didst deal with 
David my father, and didst send him 
cedars to build him an house to dwell 
4therein, eren so deal with me. Be- 
hold, I build an house for the name 
of the Lorp my God, to dedicate it to 
him, and to burn before him incense 
of sweet spices, and for the continual 
shewbread, and for the burnt offerings 
morning and evening, on the sabbaths, 
and on the new moons, and on the 
set feasts of the Lorp our God. This 
is an ordinance for ever to Israel. 
5 And the house which I build is great: 
for great is our God above all gods. 
6 But who %18 able to build him an house, 
seeing the heaven and the heaven of 
heavens cannot contain him ? whoam I 
then, that I should build him an house, 
save only to burn incense before him ? 
7 Now therefore send ine 8 man cunning 
to work in gold, and in silver, and in 
brass, and in iron, and in purple, and 
crimson, and blue, and that can skill 
ve all manner of gravings, to be 
wi the cunning men that are with 
me in Judah and in Jerusalem, whom 
8 David my father did provide.

Huram made an end of doing the 
work that he wrought for 
12mon in the house of God: 
pillars, and the bowls, and the two 
chapiters which were on the top of the 
pillars; and the two networks to cover 
the two bowls of the ehapiters that 
1% were on the top of the pillars; and the 
four hundred pomegranates for the two 
networks; two rows of pomegranates 
for each network, tacover the two bowls 
of the chapiters that were °upan the 
14 pillars.

16 The pots also, and the shovels, and the 
fi ooks, and all the vessels thereof, 
did 10 Huram his father make for king 
Solomon for the house of the Lorp 
17 of bright brass. In the plain of Jordan 
did the king cast them, in the clay 
ground between Succeth and Zeredah. 
184 Thus Solomon made all these vessels 
in great abundance: for the weight of 
the brass could not be found ont. 
19 And Solomon made all the vessels that 
were in the house of God, the golden 
altar also, and the tables whereon was 
20 the shewbread; and the candlesticks 
with their lamps, that they should 
burn to the ordinance be- 
21 fore the oracle, of, pure gold; and the

And he made chains 
im the oracle, and put thea on the tops 
of the pillars; he made an hund- 
red egranates, and put them on 
17 the chains. *®And he set up the pillars 
before the temple, one on the right 
hand, and the other on the left; and 
called the name of that on the right 
hand ‘Jachin, and the name of t 
4 on the left 5 Boaz. Moreover he made 
an altar of brass, twenty cubits the 
length thereof, and twenty cubits the 
breadth th , and ten cubits the 
Yheight thereof. " @Also he made the 
molten sea of ten cubits from brim to 
brim, round in sap ττῃ and the height 
thereof was five cu and a line of 
thirty cubits compassed it round about.

And it came to , 
when the priests were come out of the 
holy place, (for all the priests that were 
resent had sanctified themselves, and 
12did not keep their courses; also the 
Levites which were the singers, all of 
them, even Asaph, Heman, Jeduthun, 
and their sons and their brethren 
rayed in fine linen, with eymbals and 
pealteries and harps, stood at the east 
end of the altar, and with them an 
hundred and twenty priests sounding 
18 with trampets:) it came even to pass, 
when the trumpeters and singers were 
as ons, to make one sound to be heard 
in ising and thanking the Loan;

selves in the land whither they are 
carried captive, and turn again, and 
make supplication unto thee in the 
land of their captivity, saying, We 
_ have sinned, we have done perversely, 
88and have dealt wickedly; if they re- 
turn unto thee with all their heart and 
with all their soul in the land of their 
captivity, whither they have carried 
them captive, and pray toward their 
land, which thou gavest unto their fa- 
thers, and the city which thou hast 
chosen, and toward the house which I 
89 have built for thy name: then hear thou 
from heaven, even from thy dwelling 
place, their prayer and their supplica- 
tions, and maintain their Scause; and 
forgive thy people which have sinned 
40 against thee. Now, O my God, let, I be- 
seech thee, thine eyes be open, and let 
thine ears be attent, unto the prayer 
41 that 18 madein this place. ® Now there- 
fore arise, O Lorp into thy resting 
place, thou, and the ark of thy 8 : 

+ thy priests, O Lorp God, be clothed 
with salvation, and let thy saints rejoice 
42in 90002088. O Lorp God, turn not 
away the face of thine anointed : remem- 
ber the !°mercies of David thy servant. 
'7 Now when Solomon had made an end 
of praying, the fire came down from hea- 
ven, and consumed the barnt offering 
and the sacrifices; and the glory of the 
2Lorp filled the house. And the priests 
could not enter into the house of the 
Lorp, because the glory of the Lorp 

5 filled the Lorp’s house. And all the 
children of Israel looked on, when the 
fire came down, and the glory of the 
Lorp was upon the house; and they 
bowed themselves with their faces to 
the ground upon the pavement, and 
worshipped, and gave thanks unto the 
Lorp, saying, For he is good; for his 
4mercy endureth for ever. 11 Then the 
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respect unto the prayer of thy servant, 
and to his supplication, O Lorp my 
God, to hearken unto the cry and to 
the prayer which thy servant prayeth 
20 before thee: that thine eyes may be 
open toward this house day and night, 
even toward the place whereof thou 
hast said that thou wouldest put thy | 
name there ; to hearken unto the prayer 
which thy servant shall pray toward 
21this place. And hearken thou to the 
supplications of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, when they shall pray to- 
ward this place: yea, hear thou from 
thy dwelling place, even from heaven; 
22and when thou hearest, forgive. 11 8 
mau sin against his neighbour, and an 
oath be laid upon him to cause him to 
swear, and he come and swear before 
28 thine altar in this house: then hear 
thou from heaven, and do, and judge 
thy servants, requiting the wicked, to 
bring his way upon his own head; and 
justifying the righteous, to give him 
24 according to his righteousness. And 
if thy people Israel be smitten down 
before the enemy, because they have 
sinned against thee; and s turn 
again and confess thy name, and pray 
and make supplication before thee in 
25 this house: then hear thou from heaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy people Israel, 
and bring them in unto the land 
which thou gavest to them and to their 
26 fathers. When the heaven is shut up, 
and there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; if they pray toward 
this place, and confess name, and 
turn from their sin, 2 when thou ®dost 
27 afilict them: then hear thou in heaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy servants, 
and of thy people Israel, ?when thou 
teachest them the good way wherein 
they should walk; and send rain upon 
thy land, which thou hast given to thy 
28 people for an inheritance. If there be 
in the land famine, if there be pestilence, 
if there be blasting or mildew, locust 
or caterpiller; if their enemies besiege 
them in the land of their ‘cities; what- 
soever plague or whatsoever sickness 
29 there be; what prayer and supplication 
soever be by any man, or by all 
thy people Israel, which shall know 
every man his own plague and his own 
sorrow, and shall sp forth his hands 
80 toward this house: then hear thou from 
heaven thy dwelling place, and forgive, 
and render unto every man accordi 
to all his ways, whose heart thou know- 
est; (for thou, even thou only, knowest 
the hearts of the children of men;) 
31 that they may fear thee, to walk in thy 
ways, 80 long as they live in the land 
which thou gavest unto our fathers. 
32 Moreover concerning the stranger, that 
is not of thy people Israel, when he 
shall come from a far country for th 
great name’ssake, and thy mighty hand, 
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shall not fail thee a man to be ruler in 
19 Israel. But if ye turn away, and for- 
sake my statutes and my command- 
mente which I have set befor re you, and 
shall go and serve other gods, and wor- 
20 ship them : then will I pluck them up by 
the roots out of my land which I have 
given them ; and this house, which I 
have hallowed for my name, will I cast 
out of my sight, and I will make it 
ἃ proverb and a byword among all 
21 pies. And this house, which is so 
big every one that ה‎ by it shall , 
be astonished, and shall sa vhath 
the Lorp done thus unto island, and 
22 to this house? And they shall answer, 
Because they forsook the Lorp, the 
God of their fathers, which brought 
them forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
laid hold on other gods, and wo ipped 
them, and served them: therefore 
he brought all this evil upon them. 
6And it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, wherein Solomon had 
built the house of the Lorn, and his

8 And Solomon went to Hamath-zobah, 
4 and prevailed against it. And he built 


Tadmor in the wilderness, and all tle 
store cities, which he built in Hamath. 
5 Also he built Beth-horon the upper, and 

Beth-horon the nether, fenced cities, 
6 with walls, gates, and bars; and Baal- 
ath, and all the store cities that Sol- 
omon had, and all the cities for his 
chariots, and the cities for his horse- 
men, and all that Solomon desired to 
build for his pleasure in Jerusalem, and 
in Lebanon, and in all the land of his 
T7dominion. As for all the people that 
were left of the Hittites, and the Amor- 
ites, and the Perizzites, and the Hiv- 
ites, and the Jebusites, which were 
Snot of Israel; of their children that 
were left after them in the land, whom 
the children of Israel consumed not, 
of them did Solomon raise a levy o/ 
9 bondservants, unto this day. But of the 
children of Israel did Solomon make no 
servants for his work; but they were 
men of war, and chief of his captains, 
and rulers of his chariots and of his 
10horsemen. And these were the chief of- 
ficers of king Solomon, even two hund- 
red and fifty, that bare rule over the 
11 people. And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city of 
David unto the house that he had built 
for her: for he said, My wife shall not 
dwell in the house of David king of Is- 
rael, because the placesare holy, where- 
unto the ark of the Lorp hath come.

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| _ king and all the people offered sacrifice 
5 before the Lorp. And king Solomon 
offered a sacrifice of twenty and two 
thousand oxen, and an hundred and 
twenty thousand sheep. So the king 
the people dedicated the house 

6 of God. And the priests stood, accord- 
| ing to their offices; the Levites also 
with instruments !of music of the 
| Lorn, which David the king had made

Now because we eat the 
of the palace, and it is not meet for us 
to see the king’s dishonour, therefore 
have we sent and certified the king;

148 prey. A copy of the writing, *that 
the decree sh be given out in every 
province, was published unto all the 
peoples, that they should be ready a- 

15 gainst that day. The posts went forth 
in haste by the king’s commandment, 
and the decree was given out in Shu- 
shan the palace: and the king and 
Haman sat down to drink; but the 
city of Shushan was lexed. 

4 Now when Mordecai knew all that was 
done, Mordecai rent his clothes, and 
put on sackcloth with ashes, and went 
out into the midst of the city, and cried 

2 with 8 loud and a bitter cry: and he 
came even before the king’s gate: for 
none might enter within the king's 

Bgate clothed with sackcloth. And 
in every province, whithersoever the 
kings commandment and his decree 
came, there was great mourning among 
the Jews, and fasting, and weeping, and 
wailing; and ®many lay in sackcloth 

4and ashes. And Esther’s maidens and 
her chamberlains came and told it her; 
and the queen was exceedingly grieved: 
and she sent raiment to clothe Morde- 
cai, and to take his sackcloth from off 

5 him: but he received it not. Then 1 
Esther for Hathach, one of the king’s 
chamberlains, whom he had appointed 
to attend upon her, and charged him 
to go to Mordecai, to know what this 

6 was, and why it was. So Hathach 
went forth to Mordecai unto the broad 

lace of the city, which was before the 

7 קתוא‎ 8 gate. And Mordecai told him of 
all that had happened unto him, and the 
exact sum of the money that Haman 
had promised to pay to the king's 
treasuries for the Jews, to destroy 

8them. Also he gave him the copy of the 


even Esther’s feast; and he made a !re- 
lease to the provinces, and gave Ene 
according to the *bounty of the king. 
19 And when the virgins were gathered to- 
gether the second time, then Mordecai 
20 sat in the king’s gate. Esther had not 
yet shewed her kindred nor her people; 
as Mordecai had ed her: for 
Esther did the commandment of Mor- 
decai, like as when she was brought 
2lup with him. In those days, while 
Mordecai sat in the king’s gate, two of 
the king's chamberlains, Bigthan and 
Teresh, of those which kept the δ door, 
were wroth, and sought to lay hands 
22 מס‎ the king Ahasuerus. And the thing 
was known to Mordecai, who shew 
it unto Esther the queen; and Esthér 
told the king thereof in Mordecai’s 
23 name. And when inquisition was made 
of the matter, and it was found to be 
so, they were both hanged on a tree: 
and it was written in the book of the 
chronicles before the king. 
> After these things did king Ahasuerus 
promote Haman the son of Hamme- 
datha the Agagite, and advanced him, 
and set his seat above all the princes 
2that were with him. And all the king's 
servants, that were in the king's gate, 
bowed down, and did reverence to Ha- 
iman: for the had so commanded 
concerning him. But Mordecai bowed 
3 not down, nor did him reverence. Then 
the king’s servants, that were in the 
king's gate, said unto Mordecai, Wh 
+ thou the king’s command- 
4inent? Now it came to pass, when they 
spake daily unto him, and he hearkened 
not unto them, that they told Haman, 
to see whether Mordecai’s ‘matters 
would stand: for he had told them 
5 that he was a Jew. And when Haman 
saw that Mordecai bowed not down, nor 
did him reverence, then was 
6 fall of wrath. But he thought scorn to 
lay hands on Mordecai alone; for they 
had shewed him the people of Mordecai: 
wherefore Haman sought to destroy 
all the Jews that were throughout the 
whole kingdom of Ahasuerus, even the 
7 people of Mordecai. In the first month, 
which is the month Nisan, in the twelfth 
year of king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, 
that is, the lot, before Haman from day 
to day, and from month to month, to 
the twelfth month, which is the month 
And Haman said unto king 
Ahasuerus, There is a certain people 
scattered abroad and ‘dispersed among 
the peoples in all the provinces of thy 
kingdom; and their laws are diverse 
from those of every people; neither 
keep they the king’s laws: therefore it 
is not “for the king’s profit to suffer 
9them. If it please the king, let it be 
written that they be destroyed: and I 
will pay ten thousand talents of silver 
into the hands of those that have the

And Ha- 
man recounted unto them the glory of 
his riches, and the multitude of his 
children, and all the things wherein 
the king had promoted him, and how 
he had advanced him above the princes 
12 and servants of the king. Haman said 
moreover, Yea, Esther the queen did 
let no man come in with the unto 
the banquet that she had prepared 
but myself; and to-morrow am 1 
invited by her together with the king. 
18 Yet all this availeth me nothing, so 
long as I see Mordecai the Jew sitting 
14at the king’s gate. Then said Zeresh 
his wife and all his friends unto him,

Then Mor- 
decai bade them return answer unto

For if thou 
altogether holdest thy peace at this 
time, then shall relief and deliverance 
arise to the Jews from another place, 
but thou and thy father’s house shall 
perish: and who knoweth whether thou 
art not come to the kingdom for such a 

15 time as this? Then Esther bade them 

16 return answer unto Mordecai, Go, 
gather together all the Jews that are 
present in Shushan, and fast ye for me, 
and neither eat nor drink three days, 
night or day: I also and my maidens 

ill fast in like manner; and so will 
I go in unto the king, which is not 
according to the law: and if I perish, 

171 perish. So Mordecai went his way, 
and did according to all that Esther 
had commanded him. 

5 Now it came to pass on the third day, 
that Esther put on her royal apparel, 
and stood in the inner court of the king's 
house, over against the king’s house: 
and the king sat upon his royal throne 
in the royal house, over against the 

2entrance of the house. And it was ₪ 
when the king saw Esther the queen 
standing in the court, that she obtained 
favour in his sight: and the king held 
out to Esther the golden sceptre that 
was in his hand.

en said the king, Will he even force 
the queen before me in the house? As 
the word went out of the king’s mouth, 
9 they covered Haman’'s face. Then said 
Harbonah, one of the chamberlains 
that were before the king, Behold also, 
the ‘gallows fifty cubits high, which 
Hamman hath made for Mordecai, who 
spake good for the king, standeth in 
e house of Haman. And the king 
10said, Hang him thereon. So they 
hanged Haman on the gallows that 
he had prepared for Mordecai. Then 
was the king’s wrath pacified. 

8 On that day did the king Ahasuerus 
give the house of Haman the Jews’ 
enemy unto Esther the queen. And Mor- 
decai came before the king; for Esther 

2 had told what he was unto her. And the 
king took off his ring, which he had 
taken from Haman, and gave it unto 
Mordecai. And Esther set Mordecai 

3 over the house of Haman. And Esther 
spake yet in before the king, and 
fell down at his feet, and besought bim 
with tears to put away the mischief 
of Haman the Agagite, and his device 
that he had devised against the Jews. 

4Then the king held out to Esther the 
golden sceptre. So Esther arose, and 

5 stood before the king. And she said, 
If it please the king, and if I have 
found favour in his sight, and the thing 
seem right before the king, and I be 
pleasing in his eyes, let it be written to 
reverse the letters devised by Haman 
the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, 
which he wrote to destroy the Jews 
which are in all the king’s provinces: 
6for how can I endure to see the evil 
that shall come unto my people? or how 
can I endure to see the destruction of 
7my kindred? Then the king Ahasue- 
rus said unto Esther the queen and 
to Mordecai the Jew, Behold, I have 
given Esther the house of Haman, and 

im they have hanged upon the gal- 
lows, because he laid his hand upon 
8the Jews. Write ye also 5to the Jews, 
as it liketh you, in the king’s name, 
and seal it with the king's ring: for 
the writing which is written in the 
king's name, and sealed with the king’s 
9ring, may no man reverse. Then were 
the king’s scribes called at that time, 
in the third month, which is the month 
Sivan, on the three and twentieth day 
thereof; and it was written according 
to all that Mordecai commanded un- 
to the Jews, and to the satraps, 
and the governors and princes of the 





the king delight to do honour more than 
7 to myself? And Haman said unto the

11 of all that thou hast spoken. Then took 
Haman the apparel and the horse, and 
arrayed Mordecai, and caused him to 
ride through the street of the city, and 
proclaimed before him, Thus shall it be 
done unto the man whom the king de- 
12 lighteth to honour. And Mordecai came 
again to the king's gate. But Haman 
hasted to his house, mourning and hav- 
18ing his head covered. And an re- 
counted unto Zeresh his wife and all his 
friends every thing that had befallen 
him. Then said his wise men and Zer- 
esh his wife unto him, If Mordecai, be- 
fore whom thou hast begun to fall, be of 
the seed of the Jews, thou shalt not pre- 
vail against him, but shalt surely fall 
14 before him. While they were yet talking 
with him, came the king's chamberlains, 
and hasted to bring unto the 
banquet that Esther had prepared. 
'7 So the king and Haman came 0 
2 banquet with Esther the queen. And 
the king said again unto Esther on the 
second day at the banquet of wine, 
What is thy petition, queen Esther? 
and it shall be granted thee: and what 
is thy request? even to the half of the 
skingl om it shall be performed. Then 
Esther the queen answered and said, If 
I have found favour in thy sight, O king, 
and if it please the king, let my life be 
given me at my petition, and my people 
4at my request: for we are sold, 1 and my 
people, to be destroyed, to be slain, and 
to perish.

And in 
Shushan the palace the Jews slew and

This was done 
on the thirteenth day of the month 
Adar; and on the fourteenth day of the 
same they rested, and made it a day of 

18 feasting and gladness. But the Jews 
that were in Shushan assembled to- 
gether on the thirteenth day thereof, 
and on the fourteenth thereof; and on 
the fifteenth day of the same they rest- 
ed, and made it a day of feasting and 

19 gladness. Therefore do the Jews of the 
villages, that dwell in the unwalled 
towns, make the fourteenth day of the 
month Adar a day of gladness and 
feasting, and a good day, and of send- 
ing ions one to another. 

20 And Mordecai wrote these things, 
and. sent letters unto all the Jews 
that were in all the provinces of 

the king both nigh and 








rovinces which are from India unto 
thiopia, an hundred twenty and seven 
provinces, unto every province accord- 
ing to the writing thereof, and unto 
every le after their language, and 
to the Jews according to their writing, 
10 and according to their language. And 
he wrote in the name of king Ahas- 
uerus, and sealed it with the king's 
ring, and sent letters by posts on horse- 
back, riding on 1 swift steeds that were 
used in the king’s service, bred of the 
llstud: wherein the king ted the 
Jews which were in every city to gather 
themselves together, and to stand for 
their life, to destroy, to slay, and to 
cause to perish, all the power of the 
people and province that would assault 
them, their little ones and women, and 
to take the spoil of them for a prey, 
12upon one day in all the provinces of 
king erus, namely, upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
18 which is the month Adar. A copy of 
the writing, *that the decree should be 
given out in every province, was pub- 
lished unto all the Peoples, and that 
the Jews should be y against that 
day to avenge themselves on their ene- 
14 mies. So the posts that rode upon swift 
steeds that were used in the king’s 
service went out, being hastened and 
pressed on by the king's command- 
ment; and the decree was given out in 
15Shushan the palace. And Mordecai 
went forth from the ce of the 
king in royal apparel of blue and white, 
and with a great crown of gold, and 
with a robe of fine linen and purple: 
and the city of Shushan shouted and 
16 was glad. The Jews had light and 
17 gladness, and joy and honour. And 
in every province, and in every city, 
whithersoever the king’s command- 
ment and his decree came, the Jews had 
gladness and joy, a feast and°a good 
7. And many from among the peo- 
les of the land became Jews; for the 
ear of the Jews was fallen upon them. 
₪ Now in the twelfth month, which is 
the month Adar, on the thirteenth da 
of the same, when the king’s command- 
ment and his decree drew near to be 
put in execution, in the day that the 
enemies of the Jews hoped to have 
rule over them; whereas it was turned 
to the contrary, that the Jews had 
2Qrule over them that hated them; the 
Jews gathered themselves together in 
their cities throughout all the pro- 
vinces of the king Ahasuerus, to lay 
hand on such as sought their hurt: 
and no man could withstand them; 
for the fear of them was fallen apon 
Sall the peoples. And all the princes 
of the provinces, and the satraps, and 
the governors, and they that did the 
king’s business, helped the Jews; be- 
cause the fear of Mordecai was fallen

that none should serve himself of them, 


10 to wit, of a Jew his brother: and all 


the princes and all the people obeyed, 
which had entered into the covenant, 
that every one should let his man- 
servant, and every one his maidservant, 
go free, that none should serve them- 
selves of them any more; they obeyed, 
t afterwards they 
turned, and caused the servants and

3It may be that the house of Judah 
will hear all the evil which I purpose 
to do unto them; that they may re- 
turn every man from his evil way;

Then Jeremiah called Baruch 
the son of Neriah; and Baruch wrote 
from the mouth of Jeremiah all the 
words of the Lorp, which he had 
spoken unto him, upon a roll of a book. 

5And Jeremiah commanded Baruch,

6 into the house of the Lorn: therefore 
go thou, and read in the roll, which 
thou hast written from my mouth, the

to all that Jeremiah the prophet com- 
manded him, reading in the book the 
words of the Lorn in the Lorp’s house. 

9 Now it came to pass in the fifth year 
of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah, king of 
Judah, in the ninth month, that all the 
people in Jerusalem, and 811 the people 
that came from the cities of Judah 
unto Jerusalem, proclaimed a fast be- 
10 fore the 1,022. Then read Baruch in 
the book the words of Jeremiah in 
the house of the Lorn, in the chamber 
of Gemariah the son of Shaphan the 
scribe, in the upper court, at entry 
of the new gate of the Lorp’s house, in 
11 the ears of all the people. And when 
Micaiah the son of Gemariah, the son 
of Shaphan, had heard out of the book 
12.411 the words of the Lorp, he went 
down into the king’s house, into the 
scribe’s chamber: and, lo, all the princes 
sat there, even Elishama the scribe, 
and Delaiah the son of Shemaiah, and 
Elnathan the son of Achbor, and Ge- 
mariah the son of Shaphan, and Zed- 
ekiah the son of Hananiah, and all the 
19 princes. Then Micaiah declared unto 
them all the words that he had heard, 
when Baruch read the book in the 
14ears of the people. Therefore all the 
princes sent Jehudi the son of Nethan- 
iah, the son of Shelemiah, the son of 
Cushi, unto Baruch, saying, Take in 
thine hand the roll wherein thou hast 
read in the ears of the people, and 
come. So Baruch the son of Neriah 
took the roll in his hand, and came 
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obeyed the voice of Jonadab the son of 
Rechab our father in all that he charged 
us, to drink no wine all our days, we, 
our wives, our sons, nor our daugh- 
9ters; nor to build houses for us to 
dwellin: neither have we vineyard, nor 
10 field, nor seed: but we have dwelt in 
tents, and have obeyed, and done ac- 
cording to all that Jonadab our father 
1lcommanded us. But it came to pass, 
when Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon 
came up into the land, that we said, 
Come, and let us go to Jerusalem for 
fear of the army of the Chaldeans, and 
for fear of the army of the Syrians; so 
we dwell at J em. 
12 Then came the word of the Lorp 
18unto Jeremiah, saying, Thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel: 
Go, and say to the men of Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, Will 
ye not receive instruction to hearken 
14to my words? saith the Lorp. The 
words of Jonadab the son of Rechab, 
that he commanded his sons, not to 
ink wine, are performed, and unto 
this day they drink none, for they 
obey their father's commandment: but 
I have spoken unto you, rising up 
early and speaking; and ye have not 
15 hearkened unto me. 1 have sent also 
unto you all my servants the pro- 
phets, rising up early and sending 
em, saying, Return ye now every 
man from his evil way, and amend 
your doings, and go not after other 
gods to serve them, and ye shall dwell 
in the land which I have given to you 
and to your fathers: but ye have not 
inclined your ear, nor hearkened unto 
16me. Forasmuch as the sons of Jona- 
dab the son of Rechab have performed 
the commandment of their father 
which he commanded them, but this 
people hath not hearkened unto me; 
17 therefore thus saith the Lorn, the 
God of hosts, the God of Israel: Be- 
hold, I will bring upon Judah and 
upon all the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
the evil that I have pronounced 
against them: because I have spoken 
unto them, but they have not heard; 
and I have called unto them, but they 
18have not answered. And Jeremiah 
said unto the house of the Rechabites, 
Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel: Because ye have obeyed 
the commandment of Jonadab your 
father, and kept all his precepts, and 
done according unto all that he com- 
19manded you; therefore thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel: Jona- 
dab the son of Rechab shall not want a 
man to stand before me for ever. 


36 And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah, 
king of Judah, that this word came 
unto Jeremiah from the Lorp, saying, 
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seed and his servants for their iniquity ; 
and I will bring upon them, and upon 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and up- 
on the men of Judah, all the evil that 
I have pronounced against them, but 
82 they hearkened not. Then took Je- 
remiah another roll, and gave it to 
Baruch the scribe, the son of Neriah; 
who wrote therein from the mouth of 
Jeremiah all the words of the book 
which Jehoiakim king of Judah had 
burned in the fire: and there were added 
besides unto them many like words. 


37 And Zedekiah the son of Josiah

8 And Zedekiah the king sent Jehucal 
the son of Shelemiah, and Zephaniah 
the son of Maaseiah the priest, to the 
prophet Jeremiah, saying, Pray now 

4unto the Lornp our God for us. Now 
Jeremiah came in and went out among 
the people: for they had not put him 

5 into prison. And Pharao '8 army was 
come forth out of Egypt: and when 
the Chaldeans that besieged Jerusalem 
heard tidi of them, they brake u 

6from 1 em. Then came the wo 
of the Lorp unto the het Jeremiah, 

7 saying, Thus saith the Lorn, the God 
of Israel: Thus shall ye say to the 
king of Judah, that sent you unto me 
to inquire of me; Behold, Pharaoh's 
army, which is come forth to help you, 

return to Egypt into their own 

Sland. And the Chaldeans shall come 
again, and fight against this city; and 
they shall take it, and burn it with fire. 

9Thus saith the Lorp: Deceive not 
4yourselves, saying, The Chaldeans shall 

depart from us: for they shall 

10 not depart. For though ye had smitten 
the whole army of the Chaldeans that 
fight against you, and there remained 
but 5 wounded men among them, χε 
should they rise up every man in his 
tent, and burn this city with fire. 

11 And it came to that when the 
army of the Chaldeans was broken up 
from Jerusalem for fear of Pharaoh’s

Then 
said Jeremiah, It is false; I fall not 
away to the Chaldeans; but he heark- 





15unto them. And they said unto him, 
Sit down now, and read it in our ears. 

16 So Baruch read it in their ears. Now 
it came to pass, when they had heard 
all the words, they turned in fear one 
toward another, and said unto Baruch, 
We will surely tell the king of all these 

17 words. And they asked Baruch, say- 
ing, Tell us now, How didst thou write 

18 all these words at his mouth? Then 
Baruch answered them, He pronounced 
all these words unto me with his mouth, 
and I wrote them with ink in the book. 

19Then said the princes unto Baruch, 
Go, hide thee, thou and Jeremiah; and 

20let no man know where ye be. And 
they went in to the king into the 
court; but they had laid up the roll in 
the chamber of Elishama the scribe;

25 Moreover Elnathan and Delaiah and 
Gemariah had made intercession to the 
king that he would not burn the roll: 

26 but he would not hear them. And the 
king commanded Jerahmee] 2 the king’s 
son, and Seraiah the son of Azriel, and 
Shelemiah the son of Abdeel, to take 
Baruch the scribe and Jeremiah the 
prophet: but the Lorp hid them. 

27 Then the word of the Lorp came to 
Jeremiah, after that the king had 
burned the roll, and the words which 
Baruch wrote at the mouth of Jeremiah, 

28 saying, Take thee in another roll, 
and write in it all the former words 
that were in the first roll, which 
Jehoiakim the king of Judah hath 

29burned. And concerning Jehoiakim 
king of Judah thou shalt say, Thus

101] he beget a son that is a robber, a 
shedder of blood, and ‘that doeth any 
11 one of these things, and that doeth not 
any of those duties, but even hath eaten 
upon the mountains, and defiled his 
12neighbour’s wife, hath wronged the 
poor and needy, hath iled by vio- 
ence, hath not restored the pledge, and 
hath lifted up his eyes to the idols, hath 
18 committed abomination, hath given 
forth upon usury, and hath taken in- 
crease: shall he then live? he shall not 
live: he hath done all these abomina- 
tions: he shall surely 5016; his blood 
14 shall be upon him. Now, lo, if he beget 
a son, that seeth all his father’s sins, 
which he hath done, and ®feareth, and 
15doeth not such like, that hath not 
eaten upon the mountains, neither 
hath lifted up his eyes to the idols of 
the house of Israel, hath not defiled 
1618 neighbour’s wife, neither hath 
wronged any, hath not taken aught to 
ledge, neither hath spoiled by violence, 
bat th given his bread to the hun- 
gry, and hath covered the naked with 
17a garment, that hath withdrawn his 
hand from the poor, that hath not 
received usury nor increase, hath exe- 
cuted my judgements, hath walked in 
my statutes; he shall not die for the 
iniquity of his father, he shall surely 
18live. As for his father, because he 
cruelly oppressed, spoiled his brother 
by violence, and did that which is not 


king thereof, and | 


10thereof? Yea, behold, being planted, 
shall it prosper? shall it not utterly 
wither, when the east wind toucheth it ? 
it shall wither in the beds where it grew. 

11 Moreover the word of the Lorp came 

12unto me, saying, Say now to the 
rebellious house, Know ye not what 
these things mean? tell them, Behold, 
the king of Babylon came to Jeru- 
salem, and took 
the princes thereof, and brought them 

18to him to Babylon; and he took of 
the seed royal, and made a coven- 
ant with him; he also brought him

14 mighty of the land: that the kingdom 
might be 1 base, that it might not lift 
itself up, but that by keeping of his 

15 covenant it might stand. But he re- 
belled against him in sending his am- 
bassadors into Egypt, that they might

hall he prosper? shall he escape 
that doeth such things? shall he break 

16 the covenant, and yet escape? As 1 
live, saith the Lord Gop, surely in the 
place where the kin dwelleth that 
made him king, whose oath he de- 
spised, and whose covenant he brake, 
even with him in the midst of Babylon 

17he shall die. Neither shall Pharaoh 
with his mighty army and great com- 
pany make for him in the war, when 
they cast up mounts and build forts, to 

18cut off many persons. For he hath 
despised the oath by breaking the 
covenant; and he had given 
his hand, and yet hath done all these 
19things; he shall not escape. There- 
fore thus saith the Lord Gop: As I 
live, surely mine oath that he hath 
des and my covenant that he 
hath broken, 1 will even bring it upon 

20 his own head. And 1 will spread my 
net upon him, and he shall be taken 
in my snare, and I will bring him to 
Babylon, and will plead with him there 
for his trespass that he hath trespassed 

2lagainst me. And all his fugitives in all 
his bands shall fall by the sword, and 
they that remain shall be scattered 
toward every wind: and ye shall know 
that 1 the Lorp have spoken it. 

22 Thus saith the Lord Gon: I will also 
take of the lofty top of the cedar, and 
will set it; I will crop off from the 
topmost of his young twigs a tender

28 mountain and eminent: in the mount- 
ain of the height of Israel will I plant 
it: and it shall bring forth boughs, 
and bear fruit, and be ἃ goodly cedar: 


the Lorp have brought down the high

Then the nations set against 
him on every side from the provinces: 
and they spread their net over him; 
9 he was taken in their pit. And they 
t him in a cage with hooks, and 
ought him to the king of Babyion; 
they brought him into strong holds, 
that his voice should no more be heard 
upon the mountains of Israel. 

10 Thy mother was like a vine, 7in thy 
blood, planted by the waters: she was 
fruitful and full of branches by reeson 

llof many waters. And she had strong 
rods for the sceptres of them that bare 
rule, and Stheir stature was exalted 
among the *thick boughs, and they 
were seen in ®their height with the 

19 multitude of ®their branches. But she 
was plucked up in fury, she was cast 
down to the ground, and the east wind 
dried up her fruit: her strong rods 
were broken off and withered; the 

13 fire consumed them. And now she is 
planted in the wilderness, in a dry and 

14thirsty land. And fire is gone out of 
11the rods of her branches, it hath de- 
voured her fruit, so that there is in 
her no strong rod to be a sceptre to 
rule. This is a lamentation, and shall 
be for a lamentation. 

90 And it came to pass in the seventh 
year, in the fifth month, the tenth day 
of the month, that certain of the elders 
of Israel came to inquire of the 1,092, 

2and sat before me. And the word of 
3the Lorp came unto me, saying, Son 
of man, speak unto the elders of 
Israel, and say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop: Are ye come to inquire 
of me? As I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
41 will not be inquired of by you.

thou judge them, son man, wilt

28 shall live. Have I any pleasure in the 
death of the wicked? saith the Lord 
Gop: and not rather that he should 
24return from his way, and live? But 
when the righteous turneth away from 
his righteousness, and committeth 
iniquity, and doeth according to all 
the abominations that the wicked man 
doeth, shall helive? None of his right- 
eous deeds that he hath done s be 
remembered: in his trespass that he 
hath trespassed, and in his sin that he 
25 hath sinned, in them shall hedie. Yet 
ye say, The way of the Lord is not 
equal. Hear now, 0! house of Israel: 
8 not my way ? are not your 
26 ways unequal? When the righteous 
man tarneth away from his right- 
eousness, and committeth iniquity, 
Jand dieth therein; in his iniquity 
27 that he hath done shall he die. Again, 
when the wicked man turneth awa 
from his wickedness that he ha 
committed, and doeth that which is 
lawful and right, he shall save his soul 
28 alive. Because he considereth, and 
turneth away from all his transgres- 
sions that he hath committed, he shall 
29 surely live, he shall not die. Yet saith 
the house of Israel, The way of the 
Lord is not equal. O house of Israel, 
are not my ways equal? are not your 
30 ways unequal? Therefore I will judge 
you, O house of Israel, every one ac- 
cording to his ways, saith the Lord Gop. 
Return ye, and turn yourselves from 
all your transgressions; ‘so iniquity 
81 shall not be your ruin. Cast away 
from youall your transgressions, where- 
in ye have transgressed ; and make you 
a new heart and a new spirit: for wh

have no pleasure in the death of him 
that dieth, saith the Lord Gop: where- 
fore turn yourselves, and live.

And 
her prophets have daubed for them 
with untempered mortar, seeing vanity, 
and divining lies unto them, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop, when the 
29 Lorp hath not spoken. The people of 
the land have used oppression, and ex- 
ercised robbery; yea, they have vexed 
the poor and needy, and have oppressed 
30 the stranger wrongfully. And I sought 
for a man among them, that should 
make up the fence, and stand in the 


gap ore me for the land, that I 
should not destroy it: but I found 
Slnone. Therefore have I poured out 


mine indignation upon them; I have 
consumed them with the fire of my 
wrath: their own way have I brought 
upon their heads, saith the Lord Gop.

The tree | 
grew, and was strong, and the height 
thereof reached unto heaven, and the 
sight thereof to the end of all the 
12earth. The leaves thereof were fair, 
and the fruit thereof much, and in it 
was meat for all: the beasts of the 
field had shadow under it, and the 
fowls of the heaven dwelt in the 
branches thereof, and all flesh was 
18 fed of it.

12his God. Then they came near, and 
spake before the king concerning the 
king’s interdict; Hast thou not signed 
an interdict, that every man that 
shall make petition unto any god or 
man within thirty days, save unto 


thee, O king, shall be cast into the den 
of lions? The king answered and said, 
The thing is true, according to the 


law of the Medes and Persians, which 
18% altereth not. Then answered they 
and said before the king, That Daniel, 
which is of the children of the captivity 
of Judah, regardeth not thee, king, 
nor the interdict that thou hast signed, 
but maketh his petition three times 
14 8 day. Then the king, when he heard 
these words, was sore displeased, and 
set his heart on Daniel to deliver him: 
and he laboured till the going down of 
15 the sun to rescue him.

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PREFACE. 


THE English Version of the New Testament here presented to the reader 
is a Revision of the Translation published in the year of Our Lord 1611, and 
commonly known by the name of the Authorised Version. 

That Translation was the work of many hands and of several generations. 
The foundation was laid by William Tyndale. His translation of the New 
Testament was the true primary Version. The Versions that followed were 
either substantially reproductions of Tyndale’s translation in its fina] shape, 
or revisions of Versions that had been themselves almost entirely based on it. 

successive stages may be recognised in this continuous work of author- 
itative revision: first, the publication of the Great Bible of 1539-41 in the 
reign of Henry VIII; next, the publication of the Bishops’ Bible of 1568 and 
1572 in the reign of Elizabeth; and lastly, the publication of the King’s Bible 
of 1611 in the reign of James I. Besides these, the Genevan Version of 1560, 
itself founded on Tyndale’s translation, must here be named; which, though 
not put forth by authority, was widely circulated in this country, an large y 
by King James’ Translators. Thus the form in which the English New 
Testament has now been read for 270 years was the reeult of various revisions 
made between 1525 and 1611; and the present Revision is an attempt, after a 
long interval, to follow the example set by a succession of hono prede- 
cessors. 


I. Of the many points of interest connected with the Translation of 1611, 
two require special notice; first, the Greek Text which it appears to have 
represented; and secondly, the character of the Translation itself. 

1. With regard to the Greek Text, it would appear that, if to some extent 
the Translators exercised an independent judgement, it was mainly in choosing 
amongst readings contained in the principal editions of the Greek Text that 
had appeared in the sixteenth century. erever they seem to have followed 
a ing which is not found in any of those editions, their rendering may 

robably be traced to the Latin Vulgate. Their chief guides appear to have 
the later editions of Stephanus and of Beza, and also, to a certain extent, 

the Complutensian Polyglott. All these were founded for the most part on 
manuscripts of late date, few in number, and used with little critical skill. 
But in those days it could hardly have been otherwise. Nearly all the more 
ancient of the documentary authorities have become known only within the 
last two centuries; some of the most important of them, ind within the 
last few years. Their publication has called forth not only improved editions 
of the Greek Text, but a succession of instructive discussions on the variations 
which have been brought to light, and on the best modes of distinguishing 
original readings from changes introduced in the course of transcription. 
While therefore it has long been the opinion of all scholars that the commonly

received text needed thorough revision, it is but recently that materials have 
been acquired for executing such a work with even approximate completeness. 

2. ₪ character of the Translation itself will be best estimated by con- 
sidering the leading rules under which it was made, and the extent to which 
these rules appear to have been observed. ἡ 
The primary and fundamental rule was expressed in the following terms :— 
‘The ordin Bible read in the Church, commonly called the Bishops’ Bible, 
to be followed, and as little altered as the truth of the Original will permit. 
There was, however, this subsequent provision :—‘ These translations to be 
used, when they better with the text than the Bishops’ Bible : Tindale’s, 
Matthew's, Coverdale’s, Whitchurch’s, Geneva.’ The first of these rules, which 
was substantially the same as that laid down at the revision of the Great Bible 
in the reign of Elizabeth, was strictly observed. The other rule was but

the other Versions named in the rule, where those Versions differed from the 

Bishops’ Bible. On the other hand, their work shews evident traces of the

Another rule, on which it is stated that those in authority laid great stress, 
related to the rendering of words that admitted of different interpretations.

In dealing with the more difficult words of this class, the Translators appear 
to have paid much regard to traditional interpretations, and especially to the 
authority of the Vulgate; but, as to the residue. of words which might 
Ρ ly fall under the rule, they used considerable freedom. Moreover they 
profess in their Preface to have studiously adopted a variety of expression 
which would now be deemed hardly consistent with the requirements of 
faithful translation. They seem to have been guided by the feeling that their 
Version would secure for the words they used a lasting place in the language ; 
and they express a fear lest they should ‘be charged ₪ scoffers) with some 
unequal dealing towards a great number of good English words,’ which, 
without this liberty on their part, would not have a place in the pages of the 
English Bible. Still it cannot be doubted that they carried this liberty too 
far, and that the studied avoidance of uniformity in the rendering of the same 
words, even when occurring in the same context, is one of the blemishes in 
their work. 

A third leading rule was of a negative character, but was rendered necessary 
by the experience derived from former Versions. The words of the rule are as 
follows :-- No inal notes at all to be affixed, but only for the explanation 
of the Hebrew or Greek words which cannot without some circumlocution 0 
briefly and fitly be expressed in the text.’ Hore again the Translators used 
some liberty in their application of the rule. Out of more than 760 marginal 
notes originally appended to the Authorised Version of the New Testament, 
only a seventh part consists of explanations or literal renderings ; the great 
majority of the notes being devoted to the useful and indeed n purpose 
of placing before the er alternative renderings which it was ju that 
the passage or the words would fairly admit. The notes referring to variations 
in the Greek Text amount to about thirty-five. 
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Of the remaining rules it may be sufficient to notice one, which was for 
the most part consistently followed :—‘The names of the prophets and the 
holy writers, with the other names of the text, to be retained, as nigh as may 
be, accordingly as they were vulgarly used.’ The Translators had also the 
liberty, in ‘any place of special obscurity,’ to consult those who might be 
qualified to give an opinion. 

Passing from these fundamental rules, which should be borne in mind by 
any one who would rightly understand the nature and character of the 
Authorised Version, we must call attention to the manner in which the actual 
work of the translation was carried on. The New Testament was assigned to 
two separate Companies, the one consisting of eight members, sitting at 
Oxford, the other consisting of seven members, sitting at Westminster. There 
is no reason to believe that these Companies ever sat together. They com- 
municated to each other, and likewise to the four Companies to which the Old 
Testament and the Apocrypha had been committed, the results of their 


labours ; and perhaps afterwards reconsidered them: but the fact that the © 


New Testament was divided between two separate bodies of men involved a 
grave inconvenience, and was beyond all doubt the cause of many inconsist- 
encies, These probably would have been much more serious, had it not been 
provided that there should be a final supervision of the whole Bible, by 
selected members from Oxford, Cambridge, and Westminster, the three 
centres at which the work had been carried on. These supervisors are said 
by one authority to have been six in number, and by another twelve. 

en it is remembered that this supervision was completed in nine 
months, we may wonder that the incongruities which remain are not more 
numerous, 

The Companies appear to have been occupied in the actual business of 
revision about two years and three quarters. 

Such, so far as can be gathered from the rules and modes of procedure, is 
the character of the time-honoured Version which we have been called upon 
to revise. We have had to study this great Version carefully and minutely, 
line by line ; and the longer we have been engaged upon it the more we have 
learned to admire its simplicity, its dignity, its power, its happy turns of 
expression, its general accuracy, and, we must not fail to add, the music of 
its cadences, and the felicities of its rhythm. To render a work that had 
reached this high standard of excellence still more excellent, to increase its 
fidelity without destroying its charm, was the task committed to us. Of that 
task, and of the conditions under which we have attempted its fulfilment, it 
will now be necessary for us to speak. 


II. The present Revision had its origin in action taken by the Convoca- 
tion of the Province of Canterbury in February 1870, and it has been con- 
ducted throughout on the plan laid down in Resolutions of both Houses of the 
Province, and, more particularly, in accordance with Principles and Rules 
drawn up by a special Committee of Convocation in the following May. Two 
Companies, the one for the revision of the Authorised Version of the Old 
Testament, and the other for the revision of the same Version of the New 
Testament, were formed in the manner specified in the Resolutions, and the 
work was commenced on the twenty-second day of June 1870. Shortly after- 
wards, steps were taken, under a resolution passed by both Houses of Con- 
vocation, for inviting the co-operation of American scholars; and eventuall 
two Committees were formed in America, for the of acting wit. 
the two English Companies, on the basis of the Principles and Rules drawn 
up by the Committee of Convocation. 

The fundamental Resolutions adopted by the Convocation of Canterbury 
on the third and fifth days of May 1870 were as follows :— 


ee 
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‘1. That it is desirable that a revision of the Authorised Version of 
the Holy Scriptures be undertaken. 

‘2. That the revision be so conducted as to comprise both marginal ren- 
derings and such emendations as it may be found necessary to insert in the 
text of the Authorised Version. 

‘3. That in the above resolutions we do not contemplate any new trans- 
lation of the Bible, or any alteration of the language, except where in the 
judgement of the most competent scholars such change is necessary. 

‘4. That in such necessary changes, the style of the language employed 
in the existing Version be closely followed. 

“δ, That it is desirable that Convocation should nominate a body of its own 
members to undertake the work of revision, who shall be at liberty to invite 
the co-operation of any eminent for scholarship, to whatever nation or religious 
body they may long. 

he Principles and Rules agreed to by the Committee of Convocation on 
the twenty-fifth day of May 1870 were as follows :— 

‘1. To introduce as few alterations as possible into the Text of the 
Authorised Version consistently with faithfulness. 

‘2. To limit, as far as possible, the expression of such alterations to the 
language of the Authorised and earlier English Versions. 

‘3. Each Company to go twice over the portion to be revised, onoe pro- 
visionally, the second time finally, and on principles of voting as hereinafter 
is provi 

‘4, That the Text to be adopted be that for which the evidence is de- 
cidedly preponderating; and that when the Text so adopted differs from that 
from which the Authorised Version was made, the alteration be indicated in 
the margin, 

‘5. To make or retain no change in the Text on the second final revision 
by each Company, except two thirds of those present approve of the same, but 
on the first revision to decide by simple majorities. 

‘6. In every case of proposed alteration that may have given rise to 
discussion, to defer the voting thereupon till the next Meeting, whensoever 
the same shall be required by one third of those present at the Meeting, such 
intended vote to be announced in the notice for the next Meeting. 

‘7. To revise the headings of chapters and pages, paragraphs, italics, and 
punctuation. 

‘8. To refer, on the part of each Company, when considered desirable, to 
Divines, Scholars, and Literary Men, whether at home or abroad, for their 
opinions.’ . 

These rules it has been our endeavour faithfully and consistently to follow. 
One only of them we found ourselves unable to observe in all particulars. In 
accordance with the seventh rule, we have carefully revised the paragraphs, 
italics, and punctuation. But the revision of the headings of chapters and 
pages would have involved so much of indirect, and indeed frequently of 

irect interpretation, that we judged it best to omit them altogether. 

Our communications with the American Committee have been of the 
following nature. We transmitted to them from time to time each several 
portion of our First Revision, and received from them in return their 
criticisms and suggestions, These we considered with much care and atten- 
tion during the time we were engaged on our Second Revision. We then sent 
over to them the various portions of the Second Revision as they were 
completed, and received further su ions, which, like the former, were 
closely and carefully considered. t of all, we forwarded to them the 
Revised Version in its final form; and a list of those passages in which they 
desire to place on record their preference of other readings and renderin 
will be found at the end of the volume. We gratefully acknowledge their 
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care, vigilance, and accuracy ; and we humbly pray that their labours and our 
own, thus happily united, may be permitted to bear a blessing to both 
countries, and to all English-speaking people throughout the world. 

The whole time devoted to the work has been ten years and a half. The 
First Revision occupied about six years; the Second, about two years and 
a half. The remaining time has been spent in the consideration of the 
suggestions from America on the Second Revision, and of many details and 
reserved questions arising out of our own labours. As a rule, a session of four 
days has been held every month (with the exception of August and September) 
in each year from the commencement of the work in June 1870. The average 
attendance for the whole time has been sixteen each day; the whole Company 
consisting at first of twenty-seven, but for the greater part of the time of 
twenty-four members, many of them residing at great distances from London. 
Of the original number four have been removed from us by death. 

At an early stage in our labours, we entered into an agreement with the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge for the conveyance to them of our 
copyright in the wor is arrangement provi or the necessary expenses 
of Puree und ing; and rocured, for the Revised Version the advan 
of being published by ies long connected with the publication of the 
Authorised Version. 


III. We now pass onward to give a brief account of the particulars of the 
resent work. This we propose to do under the four heads of Text, Trans- 
tion, Language, and Marginal Notes. 

1. A revision of the Greek text was the necessary foundation of our 
work ; but it did not fall within our province to construct a continuous and 
complete Greek text. In many cases the English rendering was considered 
to represent correctly either of two competing readings in the Greek, and 
then the question of the text was usually not raised. A sufficiently laborious 
task remained in deciding between the rival claims of various readings which 
might properly affect the translation. When these were adjusted, our devia- 
tions from the text presumed to underlie the Authorised Version had next to 
be indicated, in accordance with the fourth rule; but it proved inconvenient 
to record them in the margin. A better mode however of giving them 
publicity has been found, as the University Presses have undertaken to print 
them in connexion with complete Greek texts of the New Testament. 

In regard of the readings thus approved, it may be observed that the 
fourth rule, by requiring that ‘the text to be adopted’ should be ‘that for 
which the evidence is decidedly preponderating,’ was in effect an instruction 
to follow the authority of documentary evidence without deference to any 
printed text of modern times, and therefore to employ the best resources of 
criticism for estimating the value of evidence. Textual criticism, as applied 
to the Greek New Testament, forms a special study of much intricacy and 
difficulty, and even now leaves room for considerable variety of opinion among 
competent critics. Different schools of criticism have been represented among 
us, and have together contributed to the final result, In the early part of the 
work every various reading requiring consideration was discussed and voted 
on by the Company. After a time the precedents thus established enabled 
the process to be safely shortened; but it was still at the option of every one 
to raise a full discussion on any particular reading, and the option was freely 
used. On the first revision, in accordance with the fifth rule, the decisions 
were arrived at by simple majorities. On the second revision, at which a 
majority of two thirds was required to retain or introduce a reading at 
variance with the reading presumed to underlie the Authorised Version, many 
readings previously adopted were brought again into debate, and either re- 
affirmed or set aside. 
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Many places still remain in which, for the present, it would not be safe to 
accept one reading to the absolute exclusion of others. In these cases we have 
given alternative readings in the margin, wherever they seem to be of sufficient 
importance or interest to deserve notice. In the introductory formula, the 
phrases ‘many ancient authorities,’ ‘some ancient authorities, are used with 
some latitude to denote a greater or lesser proportion of those authorities 
which have a distinctive right to be called ancient. These ancient authorities 
comprise not only Greek manuscripts, some of which were written in the 
fourth and fifth centuries, but versions of a still earlier date in different lan- 
guages, and also quotations by Christian writers of the second and following 
centuries. 

2. We pass now from the Text to the Translation. The character of the 
Revision was determined for us from the outset by the first rule, ‘to introduce 
as few alterations as ible, consistently with faithfulness.’ Our task was 
revision, not re- tion. 

In the application however of this principle to the many and intricate 
details of our work, we have found ourselves constrained by faithfulness to 
introduce changes which might not at first sight appear to be included under 
the rule. 

The eine ἐπ which we have made in the Authorised Version may be 
roughly grouped in five principal classes. First, alterations positively requi 
by change of reading in the Greek Text. Secondly, alterations made where 
the Authorised Version appeared either to be incorrect, or to have chosen the 
less probable of two possible renderings. Thirdly, alterations of obscure or 
ambiguous renderings into such as are clear and express in their import. 
For it has been our principle not to leave any translation, or any arrangement 
of words, which could adapt itself to one or other of two interpretations, but 
rather to express as plainly as was possible that interpretation which seemed 
best to deserve a place in the text, and to put the other in the margin. 

There remain yet two other classes of alterations which we have felt to be 
required by the same principle of faithfulness. These are,—Fourthly, altera- 
tions of the Authorised Version in cases where it was inconsistent with iteelf 
in the rendering of two or more passages confessedly alike or parallel. Fifthly, 
alterations rendered necessary by consequence, that is, arising out of changes 
already made, though not in themselves required by the general rule of faith- 
fulness, Both these classes of alterations call for some further explanation. 

The frequent inconsistencies in the Authorised Version have caused us 
much embarrassment from the fact already referred to, namely, that a studied 
variety of rendering, even in the same chapter and context, was a kind of 

rinciple with our predecessors, and was defended by them on grounds that 
have been mentioned above. The problem we had to solve was to discriminate 
between varieties of rendering which were compatible with fidelity to the true 
meaning of the text, and varieties which involved inconsistency, and were 
suggestive of differences that had no existence in the Greek. This problem 
we have solved to the best of our power, and for the most part in the follow- 
way. 

Where there was a doubt as to the exact shade of meaning, we have looked 
to the context for guidance. If the meaning was fairly expressed by the word 
or phrase that was before us in the Authorised Version, we made no change, 
even where rigid adherence to the rule of translating, as far as possible, t 
same Greek word by the same English word might have prescribed some 
modification. . 

There are however numerous passages in the Authorised Version in which, 
whether regard be had to the recurrence (as in the first three Gospels) of 
identical clauses and sentences, to the repetition of the same word in the 
Bame passage, or to the characteristic use of particular words by the same 
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writer, the studied variety adopted by the Translators of 1611 has produced 
a degree of inconsistency that cannot be reconciled with the principle of faith- 
fulness. In such cases we have not hesitated to introduce alterations, even 
though the sense might not seem to the general reader to be materially 

The last class of alterations is that which we have described as rendered 
necessary by consequence ; that is, by reason of some foregoing alteration. The 
cases in which these consequential changes have been found necessary are 
numerous and of very different kinds. Sometimes the change has been made 
to avoid tautology ; sometimes to obviate an unpleasing alliteration or some 
other infelicity of sound ; sometimes, in the case of smaller words, to preserve 
the familiar rhythm; sometimes for a convergence of reasons which, when 
explained, would at once be accepted, but until so explained might never be 
surmised even by intelligent readers. 

This may be made plain by an example. When a icular word is found 
to recur with characteristic frequency in any one of the Sacred Writers, it is 
obviously desirable to adopt for it some uniform reridering. Again, where, 
as in the case of the first three Evangelists, precisely the same clauses or 
sentences are found in more than one of the Gospels, it is no less n 
to translate them in every place in the same way. These two principles ma 
be illustrated by reference to a word that perpetually recurs in St. Mark’s 
Gospel, and that may be translated either ‘straightway,’ ‘forthwith,’ or 
‘immediately.’ Let it be sup that the first rendering 1s chosen, and that 
the word, in accordance with the first of the above principles, is in that 
Gospel uniformly tranglated ‘straightway.’ Let it be er supposed that 
one of the passages of St. Mark in which it is so translated is found, word 
for word, in one of the other Gospels, but that there the rendering of the 
Authorised Version happens to be ‘forthwith’ or ‘immediately.’ That ren- 
dering must be cha on the second of the above principles ; and yet such 
a change would not have been made but for this concurrence of two sound 
principles, and the consequent necessity of making a change on grounds 
extraneous to the passage itself. 

This is but one of many instances of consequential alterations which 

ight at first sight appear unnecessary, but which nevertheless have been 
deliberately made, and are not at variance with the rule of introducing as few 
6 in the Authorised Version as faithfulness would allow. 
ere are some other points of detail which it may be here convenient to 
notice. One of these, and perhaps the most important, is the rendering of the 
Greek aorist. There are numerous cases, especially in connexion with par- 
ticles ordinarily expressive of present time, in which the use of the indefinite 
past tense in Greek and English is altogether different ; and in such instances 
we have not attempted to violate the idiom of our language by forms of 
expression which it could not bear. But we have often ventured to represent 
the Greek aorist by the English preterite, even where the reader may find 
some passing difficulty in such a rendering, because we have felt convinced 
that the true meaning of the original was obscured by the nce of the 
familiar auxiliary. A remarkable illustration may be found in the seventeenth 
chapter of St. John’s Gospel, where the combination of the aorist and the 
perfect shews, beyond all reasonable doubt, that different relations of time 
were intended to be expressed. 

8 of translation will also be found in connexion with the aorist 
participle, arising from the fact that the usual periphrasis of this iciple in 
the Vulgate, which was rendered necessary by Latin idiom, has been largely 
reproduced in the Authorised Version by ‘when’ with the past tense (as for 
example in the second chapter of St. Matthew’s Gospel), even where the ordin- 
ary participial rendering would have been easier and more natural in English. 
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In reference to the perfect and the imperfect tenses but little needs to be 
said. The correct translation of the former has been for the most part, 
though with some striking exceptions, maintained in the Authorised Version: 
while with regard to the imperfect, clear as its meaning may be in the Greek, 
the power of expressing it is so limited in English, that we have been fre- 
quently compelled to leave the force of the tense to be inferred from the con- 
text. In a few instances, where faithfulness imperatively required it, and 
especialy where, in the Greek, the significance of the imperfect tense seemed 
to be additionally marked by the use of the participle with the auxiliary verb, 
we have introduced the corresponding form in English. Still, in the great 
majority of cases we have been obliged to retain the English preterite, and to 
rely either on slight changes in the order of the words, or on minence 
given to the accompanying temporal particles, for the indication of the mean- 
ing which, in the rele, the imperfect tense was designed to convey. 

On other points of grammar it may be sufficient to speak more briefly. 

Many changes, as might be anticipated, have been made in the case of the 
definite article. Here again it was necessary to consider the iarities of 
English idiom, as well as the general tenor of each passage. metimes we 
have felt it enough to prefix the article to the first of a series of words to all 
of which it is prefixed in the Greek, and thus, as it were, to impart the idea of 
definiteness to the whole series, without running the risk of overloading the 
sentence. Sometimes, conversely, we have had to tolerate the presence of the 
definite article in our Version, when it is absent from the Greek, and perhaps 
not even grammatically latent; simply because English idiom would not 
allow the noun to stand alone, and because the introduction of the indefinite 
article might have introduced an idea of oneness or individuality, which was 
not in any degree traceable in the origi In a word, we have been careful 
to observe the use of the article wherever it seemed to be idiomatically 
possible : where it did not seem to be possible, we have yielded to necessity. 

As to the pronouns and the place they occupy in the sentence, a subject 
often overlooked by our predecessors, we have particularly careful; but 
here again we have frequently been baffled by structural or idiomatical peculi- 
arities of the English language which precluded changes otherwise desirable. 

In the case of the particles we have met with Teas difficulty, and have 
been able to maintain a reasonable amount of consistency. The particles in 
the Greek Testament are, as is well known, comparatively few, and they are 
commonly used with precision. It has therefore been the more necessary here 
to preserve a general uniformity of rendering, especially in the case of the 
particles of causality and inference, so far as English idiom would allow. 

Lastly, many changes have been introduced in the rendering of the pre 
sitions, especially where ideas of instrumentality or of mediate agency, 
tinctly marked in the original, had been confused or obscured in the transla- 
tion, We have however borne in mind the comprehensive character of such 
prepositions as ‘of’ and ‘by,’ the one in reference to agency and the other in 
reference to means, especially in the English of the seventeenth century; and 
have rarely made any change where the true meaning of the original as ex- 
pressed in the Authorised Version would be apparent to a reader of ordinary 
intelligence, 

3. We now come to the subject of Language. 

The second of the rules, by which the work has been governed, prescribed 
that the alterations to be introduced should be expressed, as far as possible, in 
the language of the Authorised Version or of the Versions that preceded it. 

To this rule we have faithfully adhered. We have habitually consulted 
the earlier Versions; and in our sparing introduction of words not found in 
them or in the Authorised Version we have usually satisfied ourselves that 
such words were employed by standard writers of nearly the same date, and 
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had also that general hue which justified their introduction into a Version 
which has held the highest place in the classical literature of our lan . 
We have never removed any archaisms, whether in structure or in eon, 
except where we were persuaded either that the meaning of the words was 
not generally understood, or that the nature of the expression led to some 
misconception of the true sense of the passage, The frequent inversions of 
the strict order of the words, which add much to the strength and variety 
of the Authorised Version, and give an archaic colour to many felicities of 
diction, have heen seldom modified. Indeed, we have often adopted the same 
arrangement in our own alterations; and in this, as in other particulars, we 
have sought to assimilate the new work to the old. 

In a few exceptional cases we have failed to find any word in the older 
stratum of our language that appeared to convey the precise meaning of the 
original. There, and there only, we have used words of a later date; but not 
without having first assured ourselves that they are to be found in the 
writings of the beat authors of the period to which they belong. 

In regard of Proper Names no rule was prescribed to us. In the case 
of names of frequent occurrence we have deemed it best to follow generall 
the rule laid down for our predecessors. That rule, it may be remembered, 
was to this effect, ‘The names of the prophets and the holy writers, with the 
other names of the text, to be retained, as nigh as may be, accordingly as 
they were vulgarly used.’ Some difficulty has been felt in dealing with names 
less familiarly known. Here our general practice has been to follow the 
Greek form of names, except in the case of persons and places mentioned in 
the Old Testament: in this case we have followed the Hebrew. 

4. The subject of the Marginal Notes deserves special attention. They 
represent the results of a large amount of careful and elaborate discussion, 
and will, perhaps, by their very presence, indicate to some extent the intricacy 
of many of the questions that have almost daily come before us for decision. 
These Notes fall into four main groups : first, notes specifying such differences 
of reading as were judged to be of sufficient importance to require a particular 
notice ; secondly, notes indicating the exact rendering of words to which, for 
the sake of English idiom, we were obliged to give a less exact rendering in 
the text; thirdly, notes, very few in number, affording some explanation 
which the original appeared to require; fourthly, alternative renderings in 
difficult or debateable passages. The notes of this last group are numerous, 
and largely in excess of those which were admitted by our predecessors. In 
the 270 years that have passed away since their labours were concluded, the 
Sacred Text has been minutely examined, discussed in every detail, and 
analysed with a grammatical precision unknown in the days of the last 
Revision. There has thus been accumulated a large amount of materials that 
have prepared the way for different renderings, which necessarily came under 
discussion. We have therefore placed before the reader in the margin other 
renderings than those which were adopted in the text, wherever such render- 
ings seemed to deserve consideration. The rendering in the text, where it 
agrees with the Authorised Version, was supported oy at least one third, and, 
where it differs from the Authorised Version, by at least two thirds of those 
who were present at the second revision of the passage in question. 


A few supplementary matters have yet to be mentioned. These may be 
thus enumerated,—the use of Italics, the arrangement in Paragraphs, the 
mode of printing Quotations from the Poetical Books of the Old Testament, 
the Punctuation, and, last of all, the Titles of the different Books that make 
up the New Testament,—all of them particulars on which it seems desirable 
to add a few explanatory remarks, 

(a) The determination, in each place, of the words to be printed in italics 
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has not been by any means easy; nor can we hope to be found in all cases 
perfectly consistent. In the earliest editions of the Authorised Version the 
use of a different type to indicate supplementary words not contained in the 
original was not very frequent, and cannot easily be reconciled with any 
settled principle. A review of the words so printed was made, after a lapse 
of some years, for the editions of the Authorised Version published at Cam- 
bridge in 1629 and 1638. Further, though slight, modifications were intro- 
duced at intervals between 1638 and the more systematic revisions undertaken 
respectively by Dr. Paris in the Cambridge Edition of 1762, and by Dr. Blayney 
in the Oxford Edition of 1769. None of them however rest on any higher 
authority than that of the persons who from time to time superintended the 
publication. The last attempt to bring the use of italics into uniformity and 
consistency was made by Dr. Scrivener in the Paragraph Bible published at 
Cambridge in 1870-73. In succeeding to these labours, we have acted on the 
general principle of printing in italics words which did not appear to be neces- 
sarily involved in the Greek. Our tendency has been to diminish rather than 
to increase the amount of italic printing; though, in the case of difference of 
readings, we have usually marked the absence of any words in the original 
which the sense might nevertheless require to be present in the Version; and 
again, in the case of inserted pronouns, where the reference did not appear to 
be perfectly certain, we have similarly had recourse to italics. Some of these 
cases, especially when there are slight differences of reading, are of singular 
intricacy, and make it impossible to maintain rigid uniformity. - 

(ὃ) We have arrange the Sacred Text in paragraphs, after the precedent 
of the earliest English Versions, so as to assist the general reader in followmg 
the current of narrative or ent. The present arrangement will be 
found, we trust, to have preserved the due mean between a system of long por- 
tions which must often include several separate topics, and a system of frequent 
breaks which, though they may correctly indicate the separate movements of 
thought in the writer, o seriously impede a just perception of the true 
continuity of the passage. The traditional division into chapters, which the 
Authorised Version inherited from Latin Bibles of the later middle ages, is 
an illustration of the former method. These paragraphs, for such in fact they 
are, frequently include several distinct subjects. Moreover they sometimes, 
though rarely, end where there is no sufficient break in the sense. The divi- 
sion of chapters into verses, which was introduced into the New Testament 
for the first time in 1551, is an exaggeration of the latter method, with its 
accom ing inconveniences, The serious obstacles to the right understand- 
ing of Holy Scripture, which are interposed by minute subdivision, are often 


the metrical divisions of the Hebrew original. Such an arrangement will be 


more fully felt. We have treated in the same way the hymns in the first two 
chapters of the Gospel according to St. Luke. 

(dq) Great care has been bestowed on the punctuation. Our practice has 
been to maintain what is sometimes called the heavier system of stopping, or,

in other words, that system which, especially for convenience in reading aloud, 
suggests such pauses as will best ensure a clear and intelligent setting forth of 
the true meaning of the words. This course has rendered necessary, especially 
in the Epistles, a larger use of colons and semicolons than is customary in 
modern English printing. 

)6( We may in the Tost place notice one particular to which we were not 
expressly directed to extend our revision, namely, the titles of the Books of 
the New Testament. These titles are no part of the original text; and the 
titles found in the most ancient manuscripts are of too short a form to be 
convenient for use. Under these circumstances, we have deemed it best to 
leave unchanged the titles which are given in the Authorised Version as 
printed in 1611. 


We now conclude, humbly commending our labours to Almighty God, and 
praying that his favour and blessing may be vouchsafed to that which has 
en done in his name. We recognised from the first the responsibility of 
the undertaking; and through our manifold experience of its abounding diss 
culties we have felt more and more, as we went onward, that such a work can 
never be accomplished by organised efforts of scholarship and criticism, unless 
assisted by Divine help. 

We know full well that defects must have their place in a work so long 
and so arduous as this which has now come to an end. Blemishes and imper- 
fections there are in the noble Translation which we have been called upon to 
revise ; blemishes and imperfections will assuredly be found in our own Revision. 
All endeavours to translate the Holy Scriptures into another tongue must fall 
short of their aim, when the obligation is imposed of producing a Version that 
shall be alike literal and idiomatic, faithful to each thought of the original, 
and yet, in the expression of it, harmonious and free. While we dare to ho 
that in places not a few of the New Testament the introduction of slight 
changes has cast a new light upon much that was difficult and obscure, we 
cannot forget how often we have failed in expressing some finer shade of 
meaning which we recognised in the original, how often idiom has stood in 
the way of a perfect rendering, and how often the attempt to preserve a 
familiar form of words, or even a familiar cadence, has only added another 
perplexity to those which already beset us. 

hus, in the review of the work which we have been permitted to com- 
plete, our closing words must be words of mingled thanksgiving, humility, and 
prayer. Of thanksgiving, for the many blessings vouchsafed to us throughout 
the unbroken progress of our corporate labours ; of humility, for our failings 
and imperfections in the fulfilment of our task; and of τοσοῦ to Almighty 
God, that the Gospel of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ may be more 
clearly and more freshly shewn forth to all who shall be readers of this Book.

And when 
he had landed at Cesarea, he went up 
and saluted the church, and went down 
23to Antioch. And having spent some 
time there, he departed, and went 
through the region of Galatia and Phry- 
gia in order, stablishing all the dis- 


ciples. 

24 Now a certain Jew named Apollos, an 
Alexandrian by race, 18 learned man, 
came to Ephesus; and he was mighty 

25in the scriptures. This man had been

being fervent in spirit, he spake and 

taught carefully the things con i 

Jesus, knowing only the baptism of 
26 John: and he to speak in 


thesynagogue. But when Priscilla and 
Aquila heard him, they took him unto 
them, and expounded unto him the way 

27 of God more carefully. And when he 
was minded to pass over into Achaia, 
the brethren encouraged him, and wrote 
to the disciples to receive him: and 
when he was come, he helped them 
much which had believed through 

28 grace: for he powerfully confuted the 
Jews, ‘and that publicly, shewing by 
the scriptures that Jesus was the 
Christ. 

19 Andit came to pass, that, while Apollos 
was at Corinth, Paul having passed 
through the u country came to 
Ephesus, and found certain disciples : 

2and he said unto them, Did ye receive 
the Holy Ghost when yebelieved? And 
they said unto him, Nay,’we did not so 
much as hear whether ὅ the Holy Ghost 
8 wasgiven. And hesaid, Into what then 
were ye baptized? And they said, Into 
4 John's baptism. And Paul said, John 
baptized with the baptism of repent- 
ance, saying unto the people, that they 
should believe on him which should 
5 come after him, that is, on Jesus. And 
when they heard this, they were bap- 
tized into the name of the Lord Jesus. 
6 And when Paul had laid his hands upon 
them, the Holy Ghost came on them ; 
and they spake with tongues, and pro- 
7 phesied. And they were in all about 
twelve men. 
8 And he entered into the ogue, 


and spake boldly for the space of three 


and disobedient, speaking evil of the 
Way before the multitude, he departed 
from them, and separated the disciples, 
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Troas in five days; where we tarried 
seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the week, 
when we were gathered together to 
break bread, Paul discoursed with them, 
intending to depart on the morrow; and 
g prolonged his speech until midnight. 

ere were many lights in the 
upper chamber,where we were gathered 

9 together. And there sat in the window 
ה‎ certain young man named Eutychus, 
borne down with deep sleep; and as 
Paul discoursed yet longer, being borne 
down by his sleep he fell down from the 
third story, and was taken up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and fell on him, 
and emb him said, Make ye no 
1lado; for his lifeisin him. And when he 
was gone up, and had broken the bread, | 
and eaten, and had talked with them a 
long while, even till break of day, s0 
12he departed. And they brought the lad 
alive, and were not a little comforted. | 
18 But we, going before to the ship, set 
sail for Assos, there intending to take 
in Paul: for so had he appointed, in- 
14 tending himself to go ®by land. And 
when he met us at Assos, we took him 
15in, and came to Mitylene. And sailing | 
from thence, we came the following day 
over against Chios; and thenext day we 
touched at Samos; and )°the day after 
16 we came to Miletus. For Paul had de- 
termined to sail past Ephesus, that he 
might not have to spend time in Asia; 
for he was hastening, if it were possible 
for him, to be at Jerusalem the day of 
Pentecost. 
17 And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, 
and called to him the “elders of the 
18church. And when they were come to 
him, he said unto them, 
Yeyourselves know, from the first day | 
that I set foot in Asia, after what man- 
19ner I was with you ail the time, serv-

And the city was filled 
th the confusion: and they rushed 
with one accord into the theatre, hav- 
ing seized Gaius and Aristarchug, men 
of Macedonia, Paul’s companions in 
30 travel. And when Paul was minded to 
enter in unto the people, the disciples 
81 suffered him not. And certain also of 
the ! chief officers of Asia, being his 
friends, sent unto him, and besought 
him not to adventure himself into the 
82theatre. Some therefore cried .one 
thing, and some another: for the as- 
sembly was in confusion; and the more 
part knew not wherefore they were 
33come together. *And they brought 
Alexander out of the multitude, the 
Jews putting him forward. And Alex- 
ander beckoned with the hand, and 
would have made a defence unto the 
34 people. But when they perceived that 
6 was a Jew, all with one voice about 
the space of two hours cried out, Great 
35 is 8 Diana of the Ephesians. And when 
the townclerk had quieted the multi- 
tude, hesaith, Ye men of Ephesus, what 
man is there who knoweth not how that 
the city of the Ephesians is temple- 
keeper of the great * Diana, and of the 
image which fell down from ‘J upiter ? 
36 Seeing then that these things cannot be 
gainsaid, ye ought to be quiet, and to 
37 do nothing rash. For ye have brought 
hither these men, which are neither rob- 
bers of temples nor blasphemers of our 
38 goddess. therefore Demetrius, and 
the craftsmen that are with him, have 
a matter against any man, ®the courts 
are open, and there are proconsuls: let 
39them accuse one another. But if ye 
seek anything about other matters, it 
shall be settled in the regular assembly. 
40 For indeed we are in danger to be 580- 
cused con this day’s riot, there 
being no cause ΗΝ τ: and as touching 
it we shall not be able to give account 
41 of this concourse. And when he had 
thus spoken, he dismissed the assembly. 
QO And after the uproar was ceased, 
Paul having sent for the disciples and 
exhorted them, took leave of them, and 
2 departed for to go into Macedonia. "And 
when he had gone through those parts, 
and had given them much exhortation, 
3he came into Greece. And when he 
had spent three months there, and a 
plot was laid against him by the Jews, 
as he was about to set sail for Syria, he 
determined to return through Mace- 
4donia. And there accompanied him 
Tas far as Asia Sopater of Ber Bereea, the 
son of Pyrrhus; and of the Thessalo- 
nians, Aristarchus and Secundus; and 
Asia. Gaius of Derbe, and Timothy; and of 
®Many | 5 Asia, Tychicus and Trophimus. But 
these Shad gone before, and were wait- 
6 ingforusat Troas. And wesailed away 
from Philippi after the days of un- 
leavened bread, and came unto them to 
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9 the seven, we abode with him. Now this 
man had four daughters, virgins, which 
10 did prophesy. And as we tarried there 
Smany days, there came down from 
310208 a certain prophet, named Aga- 
ll bus. And coming to us, and i 
Paul's girdle, he bound his own feet an 
hands, and said, Thus saith the Holy 
Ghost, So shall the Jews at Jerusalem 
bind the man that owneth this girdle, 
and shall deliver him into the hands of 
12the Gentiles. And when we heard 
these things, both we and they of that 
lace besought him not to go up to 
13 Jerusalem. Then Paul answered, What 
do ye, weeping and breaking my heart? 
or I am ready not to be bound only, 
but also to die at Jerusalem for the 
14name of the Lord Jesus. And when he 


would not be persuaded, we ceased, 
saying, The will of the Lord be 
ne 


15 And after these days we ®took up our 
baggage, and went up to Jerusalem. 
16 And there went with us also certain of 
the disciples from Cesarea, bringing 
with them one of Cyprus, an 
early disciple, with whom we should 
odge. 
17 And when we were come to Jerusalem, 
18 the brethren received us gladly. And 
the day following Paul went in with 
us unto James; and all the elders were 
19 present. And when he had saluted 
them, he rehearsed one by one the 
things which God had wrought among 
20the Gentiles by his ministry. And 
they, when they heard it, glorified God ; 
and they said unto him, Thou seest, 
brother, how many 7thousands there 
are among the Jews of them which have 
believed ; and they are all zealous for 
21 the law: and they have been informed 
concerning thee, that thou teachest 
all the Jews which are among the Gen- 
tiles to forsake Moses, telling them not 
to circumcise their children, neither to 
22 walk after the customs. What is it 
therefore? they will certainly hear that 
23 thou art come. Do therefore this that 
we say to thee: We have four men 
24 which have a vow on them; these take, 
and ify thyself with them, and be 


that there is no trath in the things 
whereof they have been informed con- 
cerning thee; but that thou thyself 
also walkest orderly, keeping the law. 
25 But as touching the Gentiles which 
have believed, we ® wrote, giving judge- 
ment that they should keep themselves 
from things sacrificed to idols, and 
from blood, and from what is strangled, 
26and from fornication. Then Paul 
9+00% the men, and the next day 
purifying himself with them went 
into the temple, declaring the fal- 
filment of the days of purification, 
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day, that I am pure from the blood of 
27 allmen. For I shrank not from declar- 
ing unto you the whole counsel of God. 
28 Take heed unto yourselves, and to all the 
flock, in the which the Holy Ghost hath 
made you ! bishops, to feed the church 
of 30100, which he * purchased with his 
29own blood. I know that after my de- 
parting grievous wolves shall enter in 
80 among you, not sparing the flock ; and 
from among your own selves men 


arise, spealcin ₪ perverse things, to draw 
31 away o disciples after them. Where- 
fore watch ye, remembering that by the 
space of three years I ceased not to ad- 
monish every one night and day with 
82 tears. AndnowI commend you to‘God, 
and to the word of his grace, which is 
able to build vou up, and to give you the 
inheritance among all them that are 
33 sanctified. I coveted no man’s silver, 
34 or gold, or apparel. Ye yourselves know 
that these hands ministered unto my 
necessities, whines them that were with 
85 me. i gave you an ex- 
ample, how that so labouring ye ought 
to help the weak, and to remember the 
words of the Lord Jesus, how he him- 
self said, It is more blessed to give than 
to receive. 

86 And when he had thus spoken, he 
kneeled down, and prayed with them all. 
37 And they all wept sore, and fell on Paul's 
38 neck, and ki him, sorrowing most of 
all for the word which he had spoken, 
that they should behold his face no 
more. And they brought him on his 

way unto the ship. 
21 And when it came to pass that we were 
from them, and had set sail, we 
came with a straight course unto Cos, 
and the next day unto Rhodes, and from 
2 thence unto Patara: and having found 
a ship crossing over unto Phenicia, we 
9 went aboard, and set sail. And when 
we had come in sight of Cyprus, leaving 
it on the left hand, we sailed unto Syria, 
and landed at Tyre: for there the ship 
4 was tounlade her burden. And having 
found the disciples, we tarried there 
seven days: and these said to Paul 
through the Spirit, that he should not 
5set foot in Jerusalem. And when it 
came to pass that we had accomplished 
the days, we de and went on our 
journey; and they all, with wives and 
children, brought us on our way, till we 
were out of the city: and kneeling 
6 down on the beach, we prayed, and bade 
each other farewell; and we went on 
board the ship, but they returned home 


again. 

7 And when we had finished the voyage 
from , we arrived at Ptolemais; 
and we saluted the brethren, and abode 

8 with them one day. And on the mor-

For we have 
found this man a pestilent fellow, and 
a mover of insurrections among all the 
Jews throughout “the world, and a ring- 
6 leader of the sect of the Nazarenes: who 
moreover assayed to profane the tem- 
8 ple: on whom also we laid 11010 :* from 
whom thou wilt be able, by examin- 
ing him thyself, to take knowledge of 
all these things, whereof we accuse 
9him. And the Jews also joined in the 


charge, affirming that these things 


were 80. 
10 And when the governor had beckoned 
unto him to speak, Paul answered, 
Forasmuch as I know that thou hast 
been of many years a judge unto this 
nation, I do cheerfully make my de- 
1lfence: seeing that thou canst take 
knowledge, that it is not more than 
twelve days since I went up to worship 
12at Jerusalem: and neither in the tem- 
ple did they find me disputing with any 
man or stirring up a crowd, nor in the 
18 synagogues, nor in the city. Neither 
can they prove to thee the things 
14 whereof they now accuse me. But this 
I confess unto thee, that after the Way 
which they call 68 sect, so serve I the 
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24 brought in. And Festus saith, King A- 
grippa, and all men which are here pre-

4hear me patiently. My manner of life 
then from my youth up, which was from 
the beginning among mine own nation, 
and at Jerusalem, know all the Jews; 
5 having knowledge of me from the first, 
if they be willing to testify, how that 
after the straitest sect of our religion I 
6 lived 8 Pharisee. And now I stand here 
to be judged for the hope of the promise 
7made of God unto our fathers; unto 
which promise our twelve tribes, ear- 
nestly serving God night and day, hope 
to attain. And concerning this hope I 
8 am accused by the Jews, O king! Why 
is it judged incredible with you, if God 
9 doth raise the dead? I verily thought 
with myself, that I ought to do many 
things contrary to the name of Jesus of 
10 Nazareth. And this 1 also did in Jeru- 
salem: and 1 both shut up many of the 
saints in prisons, having received au- 
thority from the chief priests, and when 
they were put to death, I gave my vote 
11 against them. And punishing them 01- 
tentimes in all the synagogues, I strove 
to make them blaspheme; and being 
exceedingly mad against them, I perse- 
cuted them even unto foreign cities. 
127 Whereupon as I journeyed to Damas- 
cus with the authority and commission 
13 of the chief priests, at midday, O king, 
I saw on the way a light from heaven, 
above the brightness of the sun, shin- 
ing round about me and them that 
14 journe eyed ed with me. And when we 
were all fallen to the earth, I heard a 
roice saying unto me in the He- 
brew language, Saul, Saul, why per- 
secutest thou me? it is hard for thee

But 
aul said, I am standing before Cxr- 
sar’s judgement-seat, where I ought 
+0 be judged: to the Jews have I done 
no wrong, as thou also very well 
1lknowest. If then 1 am a wrong-doer, 
and have committed anything worthy 
of death, I refuse not todie: but if none 
of those things is true, whereof these 
accuse me, no man can ‘give me up unto 
12them. Iap unto Cesar. Then Fes- 
tus, when he had conferred with the 
council, answered, Thou hast a appealed 
unto Cesar: unto Cesar shalt thou go 
18 Now when certain days were passed, 
Agrippa the king and Bernice arrived 
14 at Cesarea, 2and saluted Festus. And 
as they tarried there many days, Fes- 
tus laid Paul's case before the king, 
saying, There is a certain man lefta 
15 prisoner by Felix: about whom, when 
I was at Jerusalem, the chief priests 
and the elders of the Jews informed 
me, asking for sentence against him. 
16To whom I answered, that it is not 
the custom of the Romans to give up 
any man, before that the accused have 
the accusers face to face, and have had 
opportunity to make his defence con- 
cerning the matter laid against him. 
17 When therefore they were come toge- 
ther here, I made no delay, but on the 
next day sat down on the judgement- 
seat, and commanded the man to be 
18 brought. Concerning whom, when the 
accusers stood up, they brought no 
charge of such evil things as I sup- 
19 posed; but had certain questions a- 
gainst him of their own 5 religion, and 
of one Jesus, who was dead, whom Paul 
20 affirmed to be alive. And I, being 
vorploxed | how to inquire concerning 
these things, asked whether he would 
go to Jerusalem, and there be judged 
21 of these matters. But when Paul had 
appealed to be kept for the decision of 
4the emperor, I commanded him to be 
kept till I should send him to Cesar. 
22 And Agrippa said unto Festus, I also 
5 could wish to heartheman myself. To- 
morrow, saith he, thou shalt hear him. 
28 So on the morrow, when Agrippa was 
come, and Bernice, with great pomp, 
and they were entered into the place 
of hearing, with the chief captains, 
and the principal men of the city, at 
the command of Festus Paul was 
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himself. And patting to:

and Julius treated Paul kindly, and 
gave him leave to go unto his friends

hylia, we came to Myra, a city of 

6 17018. And there the centurion found 
a ship of Alexandria sailing for Italy; 

7and he put us therein. And when 
we had sailed slowly many days, and 
were come with difficulty over against 
Cnidus, the wind not Sfurther suffer- 
ing us, we sailed under the lee of 

8Crete, over against Salmone; and 
with difficulty coasting along it we 
came unto a certain place called Fair 
Havens; nigh whereunto was the city 
of Lasea. 

9 And when much time was spent, and 
the voyage was now dangeroas, because 
the Fast was now already gone by, Paul 

10 admonished them, and said unto them, 


Sirs, I perceive that the voyage will be | 


with injury and much loss, not only of 
the lading and the ship, but also of our 
1llives. But thecenturion gave more heed 
to the master and to the owner of the 
ship, than'to those thi which were 
12 spoken by Paul. And because the haven 
was not commodious to winter in, the 
more part advised to put to sea from 
thence, if by any meansthey could reach 
Phawnix, and winter there; which isa 
haven of Crete, looking 9 north-east and 
18 south-east. And when the south wind 
blew softly, supposing that they had ob- 
tained their purpose, they weighed an- 
chor and sailed along Crete, close in 
14shore. Butafter nolong time there beat 
down from 1% a tempestuous wind, which 

15 is called Euraquilo: and when the ship 
was caught, and could not face the wind, 
we gave way to tt, and were driven. 
16 And running under the 106 of a small is- 
land called !°0Cauda, we were able, with 
17 difficulty, to secure the boat: and when 
they had hoisted it up, they used helps, 
under-girding the ship; and, fearing 
lest they should be cast upon the Syrtis, 
they lowered the gear, and so were 
18 (riven. And a8 We laboured exceeding- 
y 6 storm, the next day they 

to throw the freight overboard ; 

19and the third day they cast out with 
their own hands the 1 of the 
20ship. And when neither sun nor stars 
shone upon us for many days, and no 
small tempest lay on us, all hope that we 
should be saved was now taken away. 
21 And when they had been long without 
food, then Paul stood forth in the 
midst of them, and said, Sirs, ye 
should have hearkened unto me, and not

5 must suffer, and ‘how that he first by 
the resurrection of the dead should pro- 
claim light both to the people and to 
the Gentiles. 

24 And as he thus made his defence, Fes- 
tus saith with a loud voice, Paul, thou 
art mad; thy much learning doth tarn 

25 thee to madness. But Paul saith, Iam 
not mad, most excellent Festus; but 
speak forth words of truth and sober- 

26 ness. For the king knoweth of these 
things, unto whom also I speak freely : 
for I am persuaded that none of these 
things is hidden from him; for this hath 

27 not been donein acorner. King Agrip- 
pa, believest thou the prophets? I know 

28 that thou believest. And Agrippa said 
unto Paul, With but little persuasion 
thou wouldest fain make me a Chris- 

29tian. And Paul said, I would to God, 
that whether with little or with much, 
not thou only, but also all that hear me 
this day, might become such as I am, 
except these bonds.

5 But when Paul had gathered a bundle 
of sticks, and laid them on the fire, a 
viper came out ὅ by reason of the heat, 

4and fastened on his hand. And when 
the barbarians saw the beast hanging 
from his hand, they said one to another, 
No doubt this man isa murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped from the sea, 

et Justice hath not suffered to live. 

& Howbeit he shook off the beast into the 

6 fire, and took no harm. But they expect- 
ed that he would have swollen, or fallen 
down dead suddenly: butwhen theywere 
long in expectation, and beheld nothing 
amiss come to him, they changed their 
minds, and said that he was a god. 

7 Now in the neighbourhood of that 
place were lands belonging to the chief 
man of the island, named Publius; who 
received us, and entertained us three 

8 days courteously. And it was so, that 
the father of Publius lay sick of fever 
and dysentery : unto whom Paul enter- 
ed in, and prayed, and laying his hands 

9 on him healed him. And when this was 
done, the rest also which had diseases 
in the island came, and were cured: 

10 who also honoured us with many 
honours ; and when we sailed, they pat 
on board such things as we needed. 

11 And after three months we set sail in 
a ship of Alexandria, which had winter- 
ed in the island, whose sign was 6 The 

12T-vin Brothers. And touching at Sy- 
racuse, we tarried there three days. 

18 And from thence we’madea circuit, and 
arrived at Rhegium: and after one day 
a south wind sprang up, and on the 

14second day we came to Puteoli: where 
we found brethren, and were intreated 
to tarry with them seven days: and so 

15 wecameto Rome. And from thence the 
brethren, when they heard of us, came 
to meet us as far as The Market of 

Appius, and The Three Taverns: whom 
when Paul saw, he thanked God, and 
took courage. 

16 And when we entered into Rome, 
® Paul was suffered to abide by himself 
with the soldier that guarded him. 

17 And it came to pass, that after 

three days he called together *those 

that were the chief of the Jews: and 
when they were come together, he 
said unto them, I, brethren, though 


have set sail from Crete, and have 
22 gotten this injury and loss. And now 
exhort you to be of good cheer: for 
there shall be no loss of life among 
23 you, but only of the ship. For there 
stood by me this night an angel of the 
God whose I am, whom also I serve, 
24saying, Fear not, Paul; thou must 
| stand before Ceesar: and lo, God hath 
| granted thee all them that sail with 
25thee. Wherefore, sirs, be of good 
cheer: for I believe God, that it shall 
be even so as it hath been spoken 
26unto me. Howbeit we must be cast 
upon a certain island. 
ut when the fourteenth night was 
come, 88 we were driven to and fro in 
the sea of Adria, about midmght the 
sailors surmised that they were draw- 
28ing near to some country; and they 
sounded, and found twenty fathoms: 
and after a little space, they sounded 
29 again, and found n fathoms. And 
fearing lest haply we should be cast 
ashore on rocky ground, they let go 
four anchors from the stern, and 1 wich. 
30ed for the day. And as the sailors 
were seeking to flee out of the ship, and 
had lowered the boat into the sea, 
under colour as though they would lay 
3lout anchors-from the foreship, Paul 
said to the centurion and to the soldiers, 
Except these abide in the ship, ye can- 
82not be saved. Then the soldiers cut 
away the ropes of the boat, and let her 
88 fall off. And while the day was com- 
ing on, Paul besought them all to take 
some food, saying, This day is the four- 
teenth day that ye wait and continue 
34 fasting, having taken nothing. Where- 
fore I beseech you to take some food : 
for this is for your safety: for there 
shall not a hair perish from the head 
95 οὗ any of you. And when he had said 
this, and had taken bread, he gave 
thanks to God in the presence of all: 
86 and he brake it, and began to eat. Then 
were they all of good cheer, and them- 
37 selves alsotook food. And we were in 
all in the ship two hundred threescore 
38 and sixteen souls. And when they had 
eaten enough, they lightened the ship, 
39 throwing out thewheat into the sea. And 
when it was day, they knew not the land: 
but they perceived a certain bay with a 
beach, and they took counsel whether 
40 they could 5 drive the ship upon it. And 
casting off the anchors, they left them in 
the sea, at the same time loosing the 
bands of the rudders; and hoisting up 
the foresail to the wind, they made for 
41 the beach. But lighting upon a place 
where two seas met, they ran the vessel 
aground; and the foreship struck and re- 
mained unmoveable,but the stern began 
to break up by the violence of the teaves. 
42 And the soldiers’ counsel was to kill the 
prisoners, lest any of them should swim 
48 out, and escape. But the centurion, de-
